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TheCriticSpeaks

Rarely is it possible for a director 
to cast every role in a play excellently. 
Often good script readers fall down 
in dramatics because of poor stage 
bearing or inability to grasp and 
remember cues. 

Mr. Axel Kleinsorg in his latest pro- 
duction, "Ladies in Retirement," has 
done the finest job of complete cast 
choosing that he has done in several 
plays. Each actor was well fitted to 
the role he portrayed. In no instance 
could the play have been better cast. 

"ladies in Retirement" is an excel- 
lently written play. The story moves 
very fast and the introduction of 
details is very cleverly handled as they 
are worked into the lines leading up 
to the climax. This type of play is 
enjoyed by all types of people. It 
contains pathos and humor, adventure 
and intrigue. Not once did a scene 
seem to drag; not once did either actors 
or lines seem stilted or unnecessary. 

Miss Joan Bates did an excellent job 
as the worldly ex-actress, Leonora Fiske. 
Miss Bates surpassed her former roles 
by being someone entirely different in 
this character sketch. Rarely if ever 
did we recognize Miss Bates :n the 
presentation of the inimitable Miss 
Fiske. 

Although a first-timer to Susque- 
hanna's stage or any stage, Miss Rose 
Marie Sharretts charmed the audience 
as the lovable, carefree, and exciting 
Lucy Gilham, maid to Miss Fiske. Miss 
Sharretts is to be lauded on the way in 
which she handled this part. 

Ellen Creed, outwardly a tower of 
strength but inwardly a striving tender 
individual, was portrayed by Miss 
Miriam Vogler. This, Miss Vogler's 
last performance, was by far her best. 
She thrills you as you respect her 
goal in life, that of taking care of her 
sisters, and pity in her manner of 
achieving this goal when circumstances 
become adverse. 

Contrasted to Ellen Creed was Louisa 
Creed who was weak and sentimental; 
giggly and silly. Miss Ann Dixon gave 
an excellent performance as she made 
her debut in dramatics here at Susque- 
hanna. This role, so different from 
Miss Dixon's true nature, bore the 
markings of a talented actress. 

The third of the sponster Creeds was 
Ruth Osborn as Emily. She bore the 
strength of determination that Ellen 
possessed and the sentimentality and 
peculiarities that Louisa possessed. Miss 
Osborn did an exceptionally fine job 
in this portrayal. The two peculiar 
sisters remind cne of the lovable old 
ladies in "Arsenic and Old Lace."

In order to increase the number 
of qualified college graduates entering 
public school teaching, Vassar College 
has joined the Harvard Graduate 
School of Education to inaugurate a 
cooperative program for training ele- 
mentary and secondary school teach- 
ers, according to an announcement by 
President Sarah Gibson Blandirg. 

The Vassar faculty committee on 
Fellowships and Graduate Study and 
the Committee on Teacher Training 
will select about seven qualified appli- 
cants from the senior class for this 
program which will begin next fall. 
The Fund for the Advancement of 
Education is supporting the program 
with $45,000 annually for three years to 
provide fellowships, and $33,C0O an- 
nually for three years in support of 
instruction and administration. 

The program provides: Fellowships 
to enable graduates of the coopera- 
ting colleges to spend a fifth year of 
study at Harvard, leading to the degree 
of Master of Education I for elementary 
school teaching) or Master of Arts in 
Teaching (for secondary school teach- 
ing. 

An effort on the part of all cooper- 
ating colleges to develop increased 
interest among their students in public 
school teaching as a career. Investi- 
gations within each college of ways 
of relating the undergraduate program 
and the graduate study of education. 

In addition to Vassar, other colleges 
cooperating in the program at this 
time are: Amherst, Barnard, Benning- 
ton, Bowdoin, Bryn Mawr, Colby, Col- 
gate, Harvard, Haverford, Holy Cross, 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
Middlebury, Mount Holyoke, Radcliffe, 
Simmons, Smith, Swarthmore, Welles- 
ley, Wheaton and Williams. 

The Harvard Graduate School of 
Education will provide instruction for 
elementary school teaching. Training 
of secondary school teachers will be 
carried on by the School of Education 
in cooperation with the Harvard and 
Radcliffe Graduate School of Arts and 
Sciences. 

Emphasis in the fifth year of study 
at Harvard will be placed on a well- 
organized apprentice or internship 
experience for each student, taking up 
a major portion of one term of the 
year's course. In formulating policy, 
representatives of the cooperating in- 
stitutions have agreed on these con- 
clusions : 

1. A disproportionately low number 
of able and personally well-fitted grad- 
uates of liberal arts colleges are now 
entering teaching in the elementary 
schools. 

2. Responsibility for improving this 
situation rests both with the colleges 
and teacher-training institutions. 

3. A broadly conceived general edu- 
cation in the arts, social sciences, and 
sciences is an essential prerequisite for 
the future teacher. 

4. A change in attitude favorable to 
making a career in school work has 
been noted in undergraduates, partic- 
ularly in the last few years. 

5. There is need of accurate infor- 
mation on salaries, working conditions, 
opportunities for advancement, and 
the like, in the public school systems. 
It was noted that the last decade has 
shown a substantial improvement 
which would work to the benefit of a 
inoperative plan. 

0. Mistrust of the teaching of "edu- 
cation" and teachers of "education" in 
the minds of professors in the liberal 
arts a id scientific colleges is a factor 
of the first importance. It results in 
; not suggesting public school teaching 
as a possible career to promising stu- 
dents, and even in advice to stay away 
from such a plan. The most effective 
way of dealing with this difficulty is 
through the colleges themselves. 

7. Prom the point of view of the 
students, advanced training beyond 
the bachelor's degree must be intellec- 
tually stimulating; this should be true 
particularly of the courses on educa- 
tional policies and problems, and also 
suggests the desirability of including 
in the program opportunity for ad- 
vanced work in the student's own (Of 
related) field of special interest.

Leading US Colleges PERSONALITY Sorority News 
Associated With New 
Scholarship Program 



For a second year the universities of 
Columbia, Chicago, Wisconsin and Yale 
are associated in the experiment to 
offer two hundred scholarships to high 
school male students who will be under 
the age of 16'j on September 15,1952. 
Each institution will offer fifty scholar- 
ships in liberal education provided by 
the Fund for the Advancement of 
Education from the Ford Foundation. 
The scholarships are known as Pre- 
Tnduction Scholarships, and may be 
held only in the first two years of 
college. 

At least three-fifths of these scholars 
will not have completed high school. 
The four associated colleges of liberal 
arts and sciences will be able to pro- 
vide promising young men with two 
years of liberal education before they 
assume the responsibilities of a matur- 
er age. The scholarships are offered on 
a national basis with each applicant 
applying to the college of his choice. 
All successful scholars will receive 
tuition, and maintenance will be pro- 
vided, according to financial need, up 
to a maximum of $1,000 a year. 

The selection of the students will be 
based upon the usual criteria of secon- 
dary school grades, school recommen- 
dations, and scores in the College 
Entrance examinations to be given on 
May 17, 1952. The experiment has been 
made possible by a grant of approxi- 
mately two million dollars from the 
Ford Foundation's Fund. 

The colleges associated in the experi- 
ment point out that "experience in 
Europe and limited experience in 
America suggest that intelligent young 
men of normal emotional maturity can 
profit from work of collegiate rigor and 
content at the age of sixteen." 

The program oi study to be taken is 
different in each of the four colleges, 
but in each of them there is a strong 
emphasis upon an integrated study of 
liberal arts and sciences. As a defini- 
tion of the purpose of liberal education, 
the colleges have agreed that "The 
ruling end of a general, liberal educa- 
tion should be the development in 
young men and women of the capacity 
to make informed and appropriate 
judgments in the principal spheres of 
life. A liberal education should provide 
the knowledge and develop the compe- 
tence which will lead to the exercise of 
wisdom in adult life." One of the 
important results of the undertaking 
will be the analysis and evaluation of 
the four differing programs. 

The four deans who are in charge 
of this experiment are F. Champion 
Ward of Chicago; Lawrence H. Cham- 
berlain of Columbia; Mark Ingraham 
of Wisconsin; and William C. DeVane 
of Yale.

Dr. Turnbach Speaks 
At Opening Service 
For S. U/s 94th Year 



On Tuesday morning, September 22. 
Susquehanna University opened its 
94th Convocation Program in Seibert 
Chapel. The impressive ceremony was 
received most enthusiastically not only 
by the student body, but by the faculty 
as well. 

Following the procession of the fac- 
ulty, the Rev. Benjamin Lotz gave 
the invocation. "Another Year Is 
Dawning" was used as the opening 
hymn, after which Mr. Lotz read the 
scripture lesson. Miss Jayne Daily 
sang "The Lord Is My Shepherd,'^ 
accompanied by Mr. Linebaugh at the 
organ. President Smith led the group 
in prayer. 

Our president then introduced the 
Rev. Oliver W. Nace, president of the 
Ministerial Association of Selinsgrove. 
He urged the students to attend the 
church of their particular denomina- 
tion and introduced the ministers of 
all the churches of Selinsgrove. 

Dr. Edward P. Turnbach of Trinity 
Lutheran Church, Selinsgrove, chose 
as his subject "You Are No Longer in 
Bondage." He said, "Whichever way 
you look at it, up to this time most of 
your lives have been regimented. But 
from now on you cannot be content 
with opinion, with impressions, or with 
anything that passes for knowledge, 
for only the truth can make you free; 
and free men and women must know 
the truth." 

He stated that, "These years of uni- 
versity life should be rich and filled 
with enduring friendship. You will 
come to understand yourselves and 
your companions better!" 

Continuing, the speaker said, "Use 
these yean; of university life acquiring 
kmwledge. You will soon realize how 
litt'.e you know, and how much misery 
and suffering is caused by your lack of 
knowledge." In conclusion Dr. Turn- 
bMh said, "Here you have conditions 
favorable to your growth, and you have 
the environment of freedom, if only 
you acquire the knowledge, the mind, 
the humility and the neighborliness 
to be free." 

This inspiring service came to an 
end by the singing of "Lord Keep Us 
Steadfast in Thy Word," the benedic- 
tion by Mr. Lotz, and the faculty 
recession. 



"What Is Your Life?" was the theme 
of the address which captured the 
attention of the chapel audience to 
which Dr. Franklin Clark Fry, presi- 
dent of the United Lutheran Church 
in America, spoke last Wednesday 
morning. 

Two of the main thoughts of Dr. 
Fry's speech were, "What is the goal 
cf your l ; fe?", and "Who is your 
model?" The speaker stressed the 
pronoun "your" to emphasize his text. 

Dr. Fry is not only a nationally 
famous Lutheran leader, but he also 
is well known in international circles. 
He is the vice chairman of American 
Relief for Korea and has made many 
visits to Europe and the East on special 
assignments. His most recent trip was 
to the Conference of the Lutheran 
World Federation which was held in 
Hanover, Germany. While abroad on 
this last trip, he had a personal inter- 
view with Marshall Tito of Yugoslavia 
concerning church life there. 

Prior to his present position as presi- 
dent cf the United Lutheran Church 
in America, Dr. Fry served as pastor 
in Yonkers, New York from 1925 to 
1929, and as pastor in Akron, Ohio, 
from 1929 to 1944. He is a graduate of 
the Philadelphia Lutheran Seminary, 
and has received from various colleges 
and universities the degrees of D.D., 
L.H.D., Litt.D., and of LL.D. 

This week President Fry is officiating 
at the sessions cf the Biennial Con- 
vention of the United Lutheran Church 
in America which are being held in 
Seattle, Washington.

CAMPUS NIGHT LED BY DR. ZIMMER 
IN DISCUSSION "ARE YOU GUILTYr 

A captivating title and an engaging speaker drew about seventy students 
and faculty members to the first campus night of the year. The theme of the 
meeting, "Are YOU Guilty?", cast a spell of mysticism on wary students— a 
spell which was broken only by the words of Dr. Albert Zimmer, assistant 
professor of education. 

From the first to the last of his remarks, Dr. Zimmer held the attention 
of his audience. His manner, which in medical lauguage would be termed his 
"bedside manner," is well known over the S. U. campus. He presented this 
characteristic in his opening words as he repeated the title of his talk and 
told of an experiment in guiltiness which he had planned to conduct on this 
campus. "It won't be necessary to conduct this experiment now," he said. "I 
knew which students have a guilt complex." And with those words he began 
his discussion on the advantages of a small college. 

Dr. Zimmer, himself, was educated • 
in a large college; therefore, he can 
easily discern the differences in the 
two types of schools. The fact that 
his high school graduating class was 
larger than the entire enrollment of 
S. U. was humorous to the students. 

His remarks were based on prepared 
questions about different phases of 
college life. Dr. Zimmer believes that 
S. U. offers a very complete list of 
extracurricular activities for students. 
As far as he is concerned, Susquehanna 
definitely has a friendly campus. 

Our supply of library books is not 
inferior as some may believe; the stu- 
dents don't take advantage of the 
books that are in the library. Bogar 
Hall is superior to many college class- 
room buildings. 

Scholastic and personality qualities 
of students from small colleges can be 
just as high as those qualities in a 
graduate of a large college. It is not 
true that small colleges can not attract 
nood football players and good talent 
ior Star Courses, etc.

From Where I Stand . . . 

The '52 Campaign 
Part I: The Issues 

In a presidential campaign, person- 
alities often dominate, both openly and 
superficially. However, back of every 
candidate are issues. These issues are 
larger than any man. It would be naive 
to say that any one man can singu- 
larly control all our policies and can 
alone take charge of all executive 
departments and functions of govern- 
ment. Candidates come and go, and, 
unless they personally are blatantly 
corrupt or irresponsibly incompetent 
(no candidates in this campaign come 
even near to fitting under these cate- 
gories* should be viewed on a plane 
somewhat submerged to the issues. In 
the times the issues are the most 
important component of a campaign — 
in fact, if not in outward appearance. 

One might ask exactly what are the 
issues of 1952? In our opinion, there 
are mainly three: corruption in govern- 
ment, internal security (Communism 
in government), and the foreign policy. 
The fact that the Republicans are the 
"outs" and the Democrats are the 
"ins" immediately puts the Democrats 
on the defensive side of every impor- 
tant isuse raised. 

Certainly, there is a large and 
possibly unprecedented amount of dis- 
honesty present in government. The 
Democrats have erred by failing uni- 
versally to recognize and acknoweldge 
corruption — then, too, a mere change 
in their nominal party leaders will not 
change the core of the whole well- 
entrenched bureaucracy. How could 
government set itself straight and on 
the road to efficiency under still an- 
other Democratic administration? 

Republicans have erred by claiming 
the presidency solely on the grounds 
that there is corruption. The fact that 
they have proved that corruption exists 
isn't any assurance of their election. 
They need nfco to prove that they can 
and will effectively remedy corruption. 
And here arises the dilemma: How 
can the Republicans prove they can 
effectively clean up the government 
unless they have a chance to run that 
very government? But will the voters 
risk giving this chance to a party 
out of federal office for twenty years, 
which may turn out to be even more 
corrupt than the party now in power? 

The Communism issue is a little 
more difficult to answer. Under this 
main issue come cloudier and muddier 
sub-issues: the derisive "you-called-it- 
red-herring" cries by the Republicans 
and the equally ill-intentioned counter 
cries of "McCarthyism" by the Demo- 
crats. The Democrats did deny Com- 
munist infiltration when it stared them 
in the face. On the other hand, the 
McCarthy group, no matter how sin- 
cere, was too overzealous in its inquisi- 
torial blasts and charges. The point 
here is this: How widespread and 
dangerous was and is Communist in-

FROM WHERE I STAND— From P. 1 ' 
filtration and how intentionally and 
purposely were and are the Democrats ; 
in office leaning toward it? 

We won't attempt to discuss very 
fully the difficult foreign policy issue. 
We shall try only to show that it is 
an issue by pointing out that we are 
involved in some sort of "police action" 
that is costing us much in lives and 
in material goods. A "police action" 
of sucn magnitude, whether wholly or 
partially the responsibility of the ad- 
ministration — on whose policies the 
Democratic party is running— legiti- 
mately lets itself cpen to becoming a 
major issue. Unfortunately, such an 
issue is too much mishandled and 
misunderstood. Under this main issue 
come a host of blanket terms and 
charges: isolationism, internationalism, 
foreign aid, intervention, prepared- 
ness, et al. ad infinitum. It is truly 
unfortunate but probably necessary 
and inevitable that such an issue 
should be based on party lines. 

Before we end our discussion of 
issues, we would like to mention that 
some other phases of governmental 
policies are claimed to be issues but 
really are not. There is the charge 
of "growing socialism" or the defense 
of "social advances of the last twenty 
years." The Democrats seem to feel 
that because they are for certain social 
and economic advances, the Republi- 
cans are therefore necessarily against 
them. Likewise, the Republican atti- 
tude seems to be that because they are 
against certain undesirable social and 
economic encroachments, all the Dem- 
ocrats consequently must be for them. 
These conclusions are the result of 
bad logic. Senator Taft is most cer- 
tainly for certain types of social in- 
surance and benefits just as certainly 
as Senator Moody is against certain 
undemocratic forms of unionism. 

The true issue here, if any, would be 
better stated thus: How soon and how I 
rapidly ought certain social reforms | 
be put into effect? If "socialism" is an 
issue at all, it is one of degree rather 
then of kind. Just as socialism may- 
be disproved as a major issue, so may 
most other pseudo-issues (such as civil 
rights, anti-Semitism, et al.) be dis- 
proved on the grounds of logic and 
reason. 

In conclusion, we would like to repeat 
that corruption, Communism, and the 
foreign policy questions are the big 
issues. These three often shade into 
each other and become tightly inter- 
woven. And we are not saying that 
there are not some other legitimate! 
issues, though they are of a minor 
and less important character. The 
three main issues should be the ones 
which ought to be considered in de- 
ciding the final outcome of the 1952 
campaign.

Johns Hopkins University ended Susquehanna's nine game victory string 
and twelve game unbeaten skein by walloping the Crusaders, 48-20, before 
a crowd of 4,000 on the Blue Jays' Homewood Field. Leading 7-0 at the half, 
the Black and Blue tallied 41 points in the two final periods to turn a tightly 
contested game into a rout. Paced by speedy Ed Semler and fullback George 
Klemmick, the Blue Jays cut loose with a scoring punch that left S. U. 
defenders dazed. 

Susquehanna got a scoring opportunity in the opening seconds of play. 
Klemmick took Walter's kick-off on the 16 and returned it to his own 31. But 
on the first play, Blue Jay quarterback Meyers tossed a bad pitchout to Semler 
and Crusader tackle Gene Brouse recovered for S. U. on the Hopkins 14 yard 
marker. Plunges by Young and Walter moved the ball to the 9 yard stripe, 
but a pass, Young intended for Rising, was batted down in the end zone. 

Hopkins opened the scoring midway I 
in the second quarter wheh they < 
started an 80 yard march which was j 
climaxed by a quarterback sneak with j 
Bucky Meyers slipping over from, the ] 
2 yard line. Somberg, who booted six j 
out of six, converted. Score Johns 
Hopkins 7— Susquehanna 0. 

The Crusaders made a spirited bid 
to tie the count as the first half 
closed. Tom Balchen dropped on a 
Meyers fumble to give S. U. the ball 
on the Hopkins 36. Attempting to beat 
the clock, the Crusaders went to the 
air. A pass, Young to Dell moved the 
ball to the 29. Another pass. Young to 
Stamfel, moved the Crusaders in posi- 
tion at the 10. Three more Crusader 
passes fell incomplete. But with a 
fourth-down, ten-yards-to-go situation, 
Young hit Stamfel with a pass on 
the right flat but the latter was knock- 
ed out of bounds on the 1 foot line as 
he tried desperately to score. Meyers 
ran out the clock on the next play 
as he ran a quarterback sneak. 

Both teams recorded scores as the 
second half got under way. Ed Semler, 
who was in the S. U. secondary all 
afternoon, raced around right end to 
the Crusaders 22. Meyers then passed 
to end Ed Macnicholis who made a 
beautiful catch at the 4. Klemmick 
plunged through center to score on 
the next play.

The University is proud to announce 
the opening on Sunday, November 9, 
of an outstanding exhibition of paint- 
ings by Hilda Karniol of Sunbury. 

Mrs. Karniol, wife of Prank S. Kar- 
niol, an official of the Champ Hats 
Company of Sunbury, was born in 
Vienna. She came from a highly 
artistic family, numbering among its 
members several outstanding musi- 
cians. At the age of 13 she began to 
paint, and three years later was 
attracting wide attention. She studied 
under the great artists, Babion and 
A. F. Seligmen, and studied further 
at the Academy for Women at Vienna. 
She also continued her training at 
Munich. For many years Mrs. Karniol 
travelled, lived in, and painted Italy, 
France, Germany, Switzerland, Poland, 
and Czechoslovakia. She has illustrated 
books of the standard classics for the 
famous Czech publishing house of 
Synek. In addition to her work as an 
independent artist, she has profes- 
sionally studied the highly complex 
and delicate work of restoration and 
preservation of paintings, and has 
worked on many private and public 
collections, both here and abroad. 

Since coming to the United States 
and to Pennsylvania, she has become 
greatly inspired by the rolling country- 
side of the Susquehanna and neigh- 
boring river valleys. Her love of this 
beautiful scenery is immediately per- 
ceived, and the viewer, like the artist, 
finds himself one with the scene por- 
trayed. The majority of the pictures 
are of places within 25 miles of Sun- 
bury. 

Hilda Karniol's work embodies the 
full palette.

Last week we stated that the issues 
were the most important components 
of a presidential campaign. We would 
like to reaffirm that stand with the 
condition added, however, that the 
candidates are still vastly important, 
and, perhaps, unfortunately, are the 
basis on which a large segment of the 
voters will cast their ballots. 

The name of Dwight Eisenhower was 
a household word before most people 
would even venture a guess as to what 
the General's political affiliations were. 
This fact has proved equally an aid 
and a hindrance to him. This previous 
position need no explanation here. It 
will suffice to say that he was an 
extremely able military statesman and 
was possibly only moderately successful 
as a college administrator. These facts 
may give some indication to his possible 
success as a president. The most logi- 
cal conclusion would seem to be that 
in the realm of organization and 
foreign affairs, and in the role of 
coordinator and decision maker, he 
would probably be extremely compe- 
tent. As to civil affairs, his problem 
seems to be the lack of experience 
rather than the lack of ability. A man 
of his potentiality could no doubt 
become very adept and well versed 
(through the aid of good advisers) in a 
remarkably short time. 

Governor Adlai Stevenson was less 
well known. Most people have had to 
be "educated" to him. The fa'rest 
appraisals of this once- reluctant can- 
didate seem to show that he is a very 
able administrator and possessor of 
keen insight and wit. His successful 
record in the state of Illinois points 
to a potential greatness, and his prev-

Phi Mu Delta Free from 
Original HouseMortgage 



For the actives and alumni of the 
Mu Alpha chapter of Phi Mu Delta 
fraternity, this Homecoming was of 
particular significance, for it was at 
this meeting of alumni and actives that 
the mortgage on our house was burned. 
In an impressive ceremony witnessed 
by the brothers, Dr. William Russ, pro- 
fessor cf history at Susquehanna, and 
Tom Marts, active president of Phi 
Mu Delta, each sent one-half of the 
mortgage up in flames. To the broth- 
ers present at this ceremony, repre- 
senting graduating classes as far back 
as 1918, the burning of the mortgage 
was the culmination of many years 
work on the part of the actives and 
alumni. 

The original mortgage, taken out in 
1928 when the house was built, was 
about $30,000. At the beginning of the 
Second World War the amount still 
outstanding was $19,000, remaining 
until 1945. At this time Susquehanna 
University took over the mortgage 
from the First National Bank and has 
held it ever since. It was between the 
years of 1945 and 1952 that the larger 
part of this mortgage was liquidated. 
This was made possible through hard 
work and self-denial and a burning 
desire on the part of the brothers to 
have a house which is debt free. It 
was also made possible through the 
direction of Dr. Russ who, as faculty 
advisor following the war, helped to 
n rganlSS the hOUSe and reduce the 
mortgage substantially. The coopera- 
tion and understanding of the admin- 
istration of Susquehanna University in 
handling our mortgage is also greatly 
appreciated by all those connected 
with Phi Mu Delta. 

Since the mortgage has been liqui- 
dated, a new heating plant has already 
been installed, and plans for rewiring 
the house and buying new furniture 
are in process, Because the burden of 

debt hai been lifted these plans tan 
now become a reality.

Credit Where Credit is Due 

I asked permission to write in The Susquehanna to give you — students and 
faculty — a good old fashioned lecture. I asked for permission in order to let 
you know just what is thought cf your enthusiasm— or lack of enthusiasm. I 
wished permission in order to ask several thought-provoking questions pertinent 
to the problem. 

But first let me say that the man part of this article was written before 
Homecoming, and in keeping with the title "Credit Where Credit is Due," 
I wish to congratulate you— students and faculty— on a job well done. The 
team put up an excellent fight, and the band and cheerleaders did their usual 
good job. Of course, those few individuals that have given support all along 
were present, but something new was added— you — in cheering and spirit. I 
only hope that this spirit was not brought on as a result of the occasion- 
Homecoming! I only hope that this spirit rat vails throughout the school year, 
and not only in athletics but in every phase of school life. Then and only 
then will you be able to defend yourselves on the questions which I raise in 
this article. 

I question just what right you have to call yourselves a democratic college, 
when you are so very weak in one of the important advantages of a democracy 
— that of backing your leaders. I ask what right have you to claim that "We" 
won the game today, and yet state that it is "Susquehanna" that lost. I ask on 
what basis the men on campus can claim that they are the stronger sex? I 
wish to write this in order to ask you en what grounds you can say you are 
not given responsibility when on having been given the enormous responsibility 
and opportunity to show your strength through spirit— YOU HAVE FAILED. 

What is wrong, sophomores (men in particular) ; are you so weak and afraid 
that you can't get the men out? Or are you willing to admit that the upper- 
classmen are superior? 

Freshman women, ycu have really shown up the men, when it comes to 
unity and spirit, not only by coming out for pep rallies, but by taking the 
responsibility of making the dummies and decorations for them, and by doing 
the men's job of building the bonfire! It may have been under compulsion of 
the sophomores, but congratulations in giving your all. Nice job, Sophs, it is a 
hard job to get others to respond, but you have done a fair job. 

I admit that some of the faculty are as much to blame as the student 
body. Therefore, I say to them, faculty, why don't you come out and let your 
hair down. Put into effect that functional education that you strive so hard 
to put across to your classes; it helps to demonstrate yourself what you expect 
the students to do! Help teach these students what democracy really is by 
doing it yourself; there is mere than bookwork in teaching you know! (Inci- 
dentally, you may find yourself having the time of your life!) 

Stop being so egocentric that when something gees wrong, it is the team's 
fault, or the band's fault, or the cheerleader's fault, cr that it is they that 
have not done a gcod job. Face facts, students and faculty, get rid of that 
self-centered feeling and give credit where credit is due — admit that the 
weakness may and does lie in you, and do something about it. 

This is your opportunity, Susquehanna, to show what kind of college you 
are; you have the opportunity of taking the reins, and controlling them, or 
letting things slide until you have completely proved that you cannot control 
them. They are in your hands. Just what do you intend to do with them?

FROM WHERK I STAND— From P. 1 
ious record shows that he is not with- 
out some knowledge as to various 
phases of our federal policy. likewise, 
his ignorance in some fields could most 
likely be compensated for by rapid 
absorption of knowledge and under- 
standing via skillful advisers. 

Senator Richard Nixon, Eisenhower's 
running mate, la an able young politi- 
cian whose ferreting out of Commun- 
ism and whose conservative tendencie 
won him his nomination. Happily, the 
absurd Charges IS regard to his finan- 
ces apparently have not affected his 
position too much. 

Senator John Sparkman, Stevenson's 
partner, is a Southerner, admittedly 
chosen to attempt to placate his sec- 
tion of the country and keep it "solid" 
for the ticket as a whole. At certain 
times, ins candidacy makei hii party's 
statements on civil rights seem slightly 



Impossible. 

The foregoing is a very brief sum- 
mation of the candidates themselves. 
ay more in the midst of the terrific 
heat generated in this frenzied final 
week (1 the campaign would be sheer 
folly, Nevertheless, let us now turn 
to other personalities who have be- 
come closely allied (either directly or 
through party association) with the 
candidates and who possibly would 
have some Influence on them if elected. 

On l he Republican side we have 
chiefly Senator Robert Taft, Senator 
J ih McCarthy, Governor Thomas 
Dewey, Senator Henry Cabot Lodge, 
and in a negative position, Senator 
Wayne Morse. Senator Taft has proved 
faithful and loyal to the party above 
persi nal considerations. He has not 
compromised his basic philosophy nor 
has la forced General Eisenhower to 
compromise his. Rather, the fact is 



that the two are ideologically closer 
than many have thought. Senator Mc- 
Carthy has had a strange effect on the 
campaign. He has probably alienated 
some liberals (since Eisenhower's ex- 
pressions on him were more of en- 
dorsement than repudiation), but prob- 
ably has consequently attracted a 
greater number of conservatives and 
ultra conservatives to the Republican 
candidate. Governor Thomas Dewey's 
importance will be reflected in the 
voting. Senator Lodge's role is evi- 
denced by the fact that the General is 
the party's nominee. Senator Morse 
has proved to be the "poor sport" on 
the Republican side. Personal consid- 
erations (such as realization of his 
loss of importance and prestige to the 
right wing) seem to have motivated 
his defection more than principles, as 
his subsequent cheap tactics and be- 
havior have borne out. As a matter 
of fact, most Republicans probably 
breathed a sigh of relief rather than 
a sigh of regret when he deserted the 
Eisenhower cause. 

The dominant personality affecting 
the Democrat candidate has beyond 
all doubt been President Harry Tru- 
man. To be fair, we must say that 
party loyalty and courage and faith in 
his convictions probably motivated 
him, for he has nothing either to gain 
or to lose personally except possible 
future vindication or further vilifica- 
tion of his policies. President Truman 
has truly made the campaign revolve 
about himself at many points, which 
is to his credit or discredit depending 
upon from which side of the fence 
one views the situation. The Demo- 
crat "wet blankets" have been Gover- 
nor Allen Shivers, Senator Harry Byrd, 
and several other prominent Southern 
conservative Democrats. They are un- 
like Morse by the fact that they never 
did fully endorse their party's nom- 
inees. Their effect will not be apprais- 
ible until after the votes are in. 

Here, then, is the scene: briefly we 
have looked at the issues, then turned 
to the candidates and their fellow 
campaigners. What it all amounts to 
will be shown after the voting returns 
are made and after the president-elect 



ascends to his office and serves his 
term. The final decision has rested 
with the voters. There was a chance 
between clear-cut issues, and, remark- 
ably, two very able candidates. Only 
the far distant future can rightly ap- 
praise the entire situation in all its 
tarnished and glorious aspects.

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The Personality 
Behind the Paintings 

Little did I suspect as I sat playing 
Christmas carols after dinner on Sun- 
day (rushing the season a bit perhaps) 
that I would be experiencing my first 
art exhibit at four o'clock that same 
afternoon. I must admit frankly that 
I'm a total barbarian in the field of 
art, knowing little more than which 
end of a paint brush is used by an 
artist to stroke his colors on a surface, 
and it was farthest from my mind to 
spend my afternoon gazing at stroked 
surfaces. However, when someone asks 
you to help her out in a "pinch," and 
especially when that someone is your 
"Big Sister," you forgive her for inter- 
rupting the angels in "Hark, the Herald 
Angels Sing," and agree to assist in 
time of trouble, even if that assistance 
involves something about which you 
know nothing. With a "never say die" 
attitude. I mustered enough courage to 
cover the short distance between Has- 
singer and Bogar intent upon getting 
my assigned task over as quickly as 
possible. I didn't realize at the time 
that the more appreciative souls of the 
hundred and more people who attend- 
ed the exhibition had covered much 
longer distances from New Jersey and 
State College without any qualms 
whatsoever. Ah, but how quickly my 
attitude changed by the end of two 
hours— by the end of five minutes, in 
fact! 

I was told a number of artists were 
present during the course of the after- 
noon, namely: Mrs. Elizabeth Hitch- 
cock, Mr. Wilfred Fund, and Mr. Bruce 
Mitchell. Art students from Susque- 
hanna and Bucknell along with mem- 
bers of the Bucknell faculty were also 
numbered in the gathering. I didn't 
have to be told (although I was) that 
there was also present one of the most 
interesting and fascinating personali- 
ties I should ever meet, namely the 
artist herself. Do I surprise you when 
I say "herself"? Well then let me add 
that I was surprised myself when I was 
introduced to the Hilda Karniol I had 
come to know only five minutes earlier 
by her signature on her paintings. One 
might wonder as I did how the small 
feminine figure talking with such 
warmth and animation to everyone 
could recreate the scenes of nature 
hung about us with such vitality and 
vividness. However, after one has 
talked with Hilda Karniol and caught 
the intensity of her love for her work 
so evident in her expressive eyes and 
pesticulat'ng hands as she speaks, one 
realizes that the love she professes for 
the Susquehanna Valley is genuine. 
This auality is distinguishable beyond 
a doubt in the reproduction of mood 
and depth which she captures in her 
paintings. 

Mrs. Karniol employs a variety of 
techniques in her work, four of which 
were exemplified in her exhibition on 
Sunday. The one technique in which 
the medium used gives an impression 
of being very thick is termed impasto.

But remember — only one person at a 
time can use the machine. It is not 
designed for multiple use. 

For seniors only— those of you who 
are taking the teacher education 
courses will have to take visual educa- 
tion after you graduate. Why not come 
over to the library and learn how to 
use the microfilm machine? It's a lot 
simpler than a moving picture machine, 
but it will give you some idea of how 
to work such contraptions. There are 
several good books on the subject of 
visual education in the library, and 
if you have seme spare time it might 
be a good idea to get a running start 
on your post-graduate course. Viewers 
of various types are becoming much 
more common than in former years. 
Now many schools and colleges have 
microfilm pools, enabling them to get 
copies of rare or out of print books 
which would be helpful for research. 
These filmstrips are not affected by 
age or excessive use. They are the 
perfect way to record special informa- 
tion so that it will last. 

Have you started your term paper 
yet? Why not? It seems inconceivable 
that only two dozen people on this 
campus have papers to prepare, but 
only about that many have started. 
Time's a-wastin'. If you wait too long 
someone else will have the books you 
jwant. Wait and see, if you wish, but 
den't wait too long. 

When you come to the library 
to get those numerous research books 
you need, why not get out a book for 
pleasure reading? If you are like the 
rest of us, you haven't read anything 
but textbooks and comic books since 
you arrived in September. There are 
books for all tastes and ages in the 
library. Believe it or not, some of the 
classics and better known books aren't 
as dull as you might expect. You don't 
believe me? Try them!

U. of Texas Psych Labs 
Ideal For Child Testing 

Last-word facilities for psychology 
teaching and research are being com- 
pleted in a new University of Texas 
building, Mezes Hall. Dr. Karl M. Dal- 
lenbach, internationally-famed scholar 
who heads the University's psychology 
department, says there's nothing like 
it in the world. 

Specialized research laboratories pro- 
vide soundproof rooms, rooms with 
constant temperature control and dark 
rooms. Provision has been made for 
study of brain waves and the senses 
of hearing, sight, smell and taste. 

Mezes Hall, named for a former 
University president, incorporates ideas 
and experience of almost 40 years for 
Dr. Dallenbach, who holds the rank 
of distinguished professor of psychol- 
ogy. He came to the University in 1948 
from Cornell University, where he was 
awarded the title "Sage Professor of 
Psychology," one of the outstanding 
positions in the psychological world. 
University officials announced that 
both the philosophy and psychology 
departments will share Mezes Hall. 

In addition to experimental psy- 
chology laboratories, the new building 
will house air-conditioned classrooms 
and offices, the education-psychology 
library, seminar rooms and clinical 
psycho 1 ogy facilities. Offices for the 
American Journal of Psychology, edited 
by Dr. Dallenbach, also are provided. 

Special teaching devices will include 
windows, through which students may 
watch children at play without being 
seen by the tots. Similar windows will 
be used by instructors to observe stu- 
ci( nts engaged in clinical psychology 
practice. A small amphitheater, equip- 
ped with a large "one-way" window of 
this type, allows students to watch 
tMCheri administer psychological tests. 
Other demonstrations before large 
claws will be presented in an audi- 
torium which connects Mezes Hall and 
Batt- i Hall, new modern languages 
building. Apparatus, built in the psy- 
chology department's own shops, will 
be let up in advance and moved to the 
tag* by elevator.

THE PERSONALITY— From Page 1 
In sharp contrast are her smooth 
paintings wherein no brush strokes are 
noticeable, because sable brushes which 
leave no stroke marks are used in 
applying the paint. Mrs. Karniol's 
casein paintings display another facet 
of her lovely talent. All the paintings, 
except those done by a fourth tech- 
nique technically termed quache, which 
is a method employing opaque water 
colors similar to poster paints, have 
been varnished. Mrs. Karniol has per- 
sonally perfected a varnishing tech- 
nique whereby the brilliancy of color 
of her paints is not diminished even 
by the passage of time. With normal 
methods of varnishing it is impossible 
to maintain the true color tones of the 
pair.ts. In still another more technical 
sense Mrs. Karniol is also profession- 
ally known for her restoration and 
preservation of paintings. 

Have I managed to convey to you 
that my first art exhibition was com- 
pletely different from what I had prev- 
iously expected? I have undoubtedly 
tried to stress that it was the person- 
ality behind the paintings which made 
this difference to me. The sincerity and 
warmth of Hilda Karniol's personality 
and the vividness and near perfection 
of her paintings are one. In speaking 
to Mrs. Karniol one gets the impres- 
sion that life to her is painting and 
how well she portrays the life of nature 
in her paintings.

To Wagner, 32-26 

Susquehanna's Stagg-coached Cru- 
saders absorbed their third successive 
setback when a disputed pass comple- 
tion gave Wagner College a 32-26 
victory in the last seconds of the game. 
With but five seconds remaining in the 
contest, quarterback Karl Strobel 
passed nine yards to John Mangiante 
who wrestled the ball from the arms 
of Mike Rising who had intercepted in 
the end zone. Playing before a partisan 
throng of 3,000, the Seahawks have 
now won six straight homecoming duels 
under the mentorship of Jim Lee 
Howell, a former pro grid star with 
the New York Giants. 




Wagner rallied for a 26-12 lead at 
the end of the third quarter, but could 
not stop the passing of junior half- 
back Sam Rcss who set up the first of 
two Susquehanna touchdowns in the 
final period with a 33-yard pass to 
Mike Rising on the Wagner two-yard 
line. Fullback Jim Dell plunged over 
for the tally. Rich Young's conversion 
cut Wagner's lead to 7 points. 

With three minutes remaining, Ross 
flipped a 23-yard aerial to Steve Torok 
for another S. U. score. Young's kick 
tied it. This set the stage for the 
disputed winning tally in the last 
minutes of play. 




The lead shifted back and forth in 
the first half with the Crusaders scor- 
ing first in the opening period on a 
16-yard pass from Sam Ross to Bill 
Church. Wagner tied it in the same 
quarter when Neil Leonard skirted left 
end for 14 yards for the touchdown. 

Susquehanna took the lead again 
when Arthur Leonard recovered a 
Wagner blocked punt in the end zone.

Harvard Recommends 
AdvisingSystemChange 

While recommending major changes 
in the system of student-teacher rela- 
tions for upperclassmcn, a special 
faculty committee at Harvard suggests 
that the advising system for freshmen 
continue essentially unchanged, but 
with a smaller group of advisers, each 
giving mere time to the work. 

"Advising requires a time-consuming 
individual relationship between student 
and faculty member," the committee's 
report states, "but the pressures and 
demands on the faculty have increased 
steadily over the years so that most 
faculty members feel harassed and 
have less contact with and less time 
available for indivdual undergraduates. 

"This is not just the result, however, 
in the size of courses. It is partly a 
result of the tensions of our times, 
cf the difficult economic status of the 
faculty, and of the size and complexity 
Of present-day Harvard. It is partly, 
also, a result of something which can- 
not be shown statistically, the multi- 
plication of faculty activities, all good 
or justifiable or at least explicable in 
themselves, which has taken place at 
Harvard and most other universities. 

"Committee work and administrative 
tasks have multiplied: administration 
probably increases at a faster rate than 
enrollment. New teaching programs of 
various kinds have been launched. 
Research has grown in complexity and 
massiveness. Consulting work for gov- 
ernment and industry has grown 
greatly. The faculty, in the American 
tradition of expansion, has found it 
exceedingly difficult to say no to any 
interesting new project and has failed 
to face squarely the facts that its 
resources were not really expanding, 
in the last twenty years at least, that 
there were limits to what it could do 
effectively, and that the acceptance of 
new tasks threatened the adequacy of 
its performance of elder and more 
basic duties. 

Regarding upperclass advising, the 
committee recommends tutorial in- 
struction organized on a group basis. 
Each tutorial group would consist of 
five students. "It is an unusually able, 
serious and individualistic student body 
which is on the average not only well 
suited to the tutorial method of in- 
struction but which also needs indi- 
vidualized instruction for its maximum 
development and which will not be 
satisfied with routine, lecture-exam- 
ination, mass education methods. 

"The talented group of young men 
which comes to Harvard presents both 
a great responsibility and a great op- 
portunity. The College will not have 
done its full duty to them unless it 
provides not just for the future pro- 
fessional scholars but for as large a 
proportion as possible of all its stu- 
dents the stimulus to individual growth 
which tutorial can give."

Three cf the youngest and most 
engaging personalities to grace Ameri- 
can concert platforms today constitute 
he new ard exciting Harp Trio which 
viU be heard at Susquehanna on 
Thursday, November 20. Comprised of 
he harpist, Cynthia Otis, the flutist, 
Thrmas Benton; and the cellist, Ed- 
vard Bisha, the Trio has evinced tre- 
mendous interest wherever they have 
appeared. 

Cne key to the instantaneous success 
that the Harp Trio has met with may 
be feund in the fact that all of its 
members are outstanding soloists in 
their own rieht. Again the blending of 
first rate musical ability in a rarely 
heard program featuring combinations 
of harp, flute, and cello, present an 
unusual pleasure for the concert goer. 

The Trio presents a diversified pro- 
gram featuring works by leading com- 
oosers cf the classic, romantic and 
modern periods, and including Leclair's 
"Sonata a trcis," a group of seldom 
heard harp solos, the "Arioso" of Bach 
for cello and harp and his "Polonaise 
and Badinerie" for flute and harp, 
Kennan's "Night Soliloquy" and God- 
ard's "Allegretto," and Nin's "Grana- 
dina" for cello and harp. In the 
"Habanera" of Ravel, Mr. Bisha carries 
the theme with his cello while one cf 
Miss Otis' hands provides the accom- 
paniment of the harp strings while the 
other raps a lively castenet rhythm 
on the sound box of his instrument. 
The program concludes with a special 
arrangement cf Debussy's charming 
"Children's Corner" for all three in- 
struments ending with the whimsical 
"Golliwog's Cakewalk." 

Cynthia Otis, the lovely and accom- 
plished harpist of the Trio, has cram- 
med a lifetime of exciting events into 
her youthful career. Accepted as a 
pupii cf the notea harpist, Lucille 
Lawrence, at the Mannes Music School, 
Cynthia Otis early revealed an un- 
common talent for music in general 
and for the harp in particular. An 
unusually mature outlook caused Cyn- 
thia to combine both academic and 
musical studies most successfully. By 
the time she had graduated with hon- 
ors from Meridan High School in Con- 
necticut, she had also appeared in 
many recitals over WNYC, the New 
Ycrk City station, and was selected 
by Rudolph Ganz to be soloist with the 
New York Philharmonic Young Peop- 
les' Series in Carnegie Hall. After this, 
and despite her youth, Cynthia Otis 
was able to serve on the faculty of the 
Hartt Music Foundation and be a 
member of the Hartford Symphony in 
addition to her regular concert activi- 
ties.

The second Campus Night, Tuesday evening in the Seibert social 
room, like the first, was a great success.

Everyone is welcome to attend the meetings. 

Dr. Russell Gilbert acted as moderator for a debate on the beneficial and 
non-beneflcia] aspects of sororit'es and fraternities. He gave a brief prelim- 
inary talk in which he explained the style of debate that was to be used. He 
also explained that the students on the "con" side of the debate were not 
necessarily expressing their own views, but were giving logical disadvantages 
cf the organizations in order that the debate would be more interesting.

Be A Blood Donor! 

The American Red Cross needs 
YOUR blood today! The Korean War 
seems very far away to most of us. 
We pity the Koreans, yet hope that 
our boys will not have to fight much 
longer. Unconsciously we think — it 
can't happen here — but it can. If most 
of us were stopped on the street and 
asked if we would defend America, we 
would answer, "Yes." But maybe we 
are looking for our "hour of glory" 
when we will rise up and stamp out 
greed and ignorance. The time to 
rise up and put into practice the 
theories we are learning is now. Giving 
a pint of blood now will give new life 
and health to some soldier in Korea 
or elsewhere. Would you honestly de- 
prive life to someone who is defending 
your freedom? Every healthy citizen 
over eighteen in this country today 
can easily spare a pint of blood. 

Not all the blood is sent to battle 
fronts. Some is used in local veterans' 
and citizens' hopsitals. No charge is 
made for blood given, but it is to be 
replaced. The third and probably most 
important use of the blood is for 
citizen defense reserve supply. It is 
tragic and horrible to realize that we 
have so little blood in reserve. We 
could not possibly withstand an atom 
bomb attack. Let's build up for de- 
fense — not aggression. 

Don't complain about graft in gov- 
ernment and scandal in politics if 
you refuse to give new courage to our 
troops — if you take away their chance 
to live. Ninety-five per cent or more 
of the students and faculty can well 
afford the forty minutes it takes to 
give a pint of blood. You teachers — 
why not put into practice what you 
teach and set an example for the rest 
of us. Truthfully, every student looks 
more than healthy and a pint of blood 
lost would not be felt. Therefore — 
would you deprive anyone the right 
to live? 

The Red Cross unit will be in Seibert 
Hall on December 8 from 10:00 a. m. 
until 4:00 p. m. Anyone wishing to 
give blood must be in good physical 
health and over eighteen years old. 
You should not eat a hearty meal for 
a few hours before giving blood and 
nothing an hour before. If you are 
under twenty-one, your parents must 
give their written permission. A student 
will contact you before the Thanks- 
giving vacation. Let's put some Chris- 
tian ideas which we talk about so 
much in the classroom into practice — 
now! 



The debate, briefly, followed this 
order: a short speech en why frater- 
nities and sororities are beneficial; a 
speech en why they are not beneficial; 
a cross-examination conducted by the 
affirmative side; a cross-examination 
conducted by the negative side; and 
crncludmg speeches by both groups. 
The students who participated in the 
debate were Shirley Thompson, Ken- 
neth Erdley, and Henry Albright, affir- 
mative; Calton Howells, Joan Sechrist, 
and Charles Coates, negative. 

Miss Thompson, in her reasons for 
fraternities and sororities being bene- 
ficial, stated that these organizations 
train their members for leadership. In 
these groups rich and poor alike may 
be members. Seniors, juniors, sopho- 
mores, and frosh may be together in 
one group, and any homesickness or 
personal troubles can be dissolved and 
solved right there. 

Mr. Howells stressed the idea that 
fraternities discriminate. Being re- 
jected by a group he wants to join 
may cause an unhealthy psychological 
problem for a student. Unfair compe- 
tition occurs among rival groups. Some 
groups have impractical hazing such 
as measuring the Golden Gate Bridge 
with a thirty-inch codfish. A lack of 



Mr. Howells properly ended his speech 
by quoting, "If there is no room for 
democracy in a fraternity, there is no 
room for that fraternity in a democ- 
racy." 

After the cross-examinations by Miss 
Sechrist and Mr. Erdley, Mr. Coates 
gave the negative conclusions. He 
stressed three main points that his 
group had proved to be disadvantag- 
eous to fraternal groups. These points 
were the fact that some fraternities 
and sororities use impractical or harm- 
ful hazing methods; fraternities and 
See DR.

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Will Improvement Follow Criticism? 

Whether mo attends Yale, Penn State, or Susiuehannn Univers'ty, there 
is one pha.*e of a collece education that receives a great deal cf criticism— 
the marking system, Mter mid-semester grades were released a week ago, the 
usual gripes cf the students could be heard on campus. If there can be a little 
more co-operation among the students, faculty, and administration, perhaps 
at the end cf the first semester the marking system will not be so severely 
criticised. 

Moat students believe that the chief fault of the marking system is the 
final evaluation of the grade received. Does every professor give a student 
what ho earns? A large percentage of the professors base their grades primarily 
on tests. In (his way a student can be pretty sure that he will receive what 
he earns. But what about the professor who does not give a test in his course 
and bases his grades on class recitation? If the students do approximately the 
same type of work, is it possible for the professor to differentiate the grades 
without letting his personal feelings enter into the matter? At least that is 
what the students will probably think about the outcome of his grades. 



GILBERT— From Page 1 
sororities discriminate; and they are 
undemocratic. 

Activities to keep students busy was 
mentioned as one of the advantages 
of a sorority. "These groups are not 
needed to keep students busy. Students 
can find other things to keep them 
busy; the professors see to that!" ex- 
claimed Mr. Coates. He also said that 
when the brothers get together there 
is mischief making. 

It costs a great bit to be a member 
of a fraternity; the fellows spend a lot 
of money to buy pins and then throw 
the money away by giving the pins 
to girls. Mr. Coates, in his conclusion, 
said, "Fraternities and sororities have 
a place; it just hasn't been dug yet." 

Mr. Albright in his final affirmative 
reply recalled a statement made by 
the negative in which the fact was 
mentioned that a fraternity at Am- 
herst was ousted from the campus and, 
therefore, had become inactive. In 
a factual reply he said that the Pope 
had relieved King John of his king- 
ship of England in 1218.

The 
participants, including Dr. Gilbert, 
should be given sincere congratula- 
tions for bringing the art of debate 
out of dormancy to discuss an inter- 
esting subject.

It j I 
sets the standards and advises the faculty as to whether the grades are too i i 
hiffh or too low. However, before any changes are made in a student's grade | \ 
by the administration, the professor should be consulted. It is not fair to the : \ 
student to have a grade (which has been earned) changed by a third party | j 
who is not familiar with the entire situation. This situation might be remedied 
if the administration would give a full account of the part it plays in the 

marking system. 

A mid-semester grade may not be the final grade in the course but it 
determines the attitude that the student takes toward the subject for the 
remainder of the semester. How often does one hear the remark— Oh well, 
professor so and so didn't give me the nark that I earned, and so why should 
I pend so much time studying when I can get the same grade without half 
as much work. At this point, a word tc the students— if you have the attitude 
in the example above, you will be the one who loses in the end. Remember, 
you get out of life what you put into it. Also, a word to the professors— you 
hold ail important place in the life of many people and if you want to make 
a gocd Impression on them, treat them squarely and fairly.

SU Upsets Aggies 70-50 82-69 Over S. U. Cagers 



Susquehanna's Crusaders opened 
their 1952-53 cage campaign by wallop- 
ing the National Agricultural Institute, 
70-50, on the Alumni Gymnasium 
hardwoods last Thursday night.

On that day the wife and mother had 
died. Mr. Mohr sat with bowed head. 
Going to a window he looked out 
upon the snow clad countryside, while 
in an adjoining room he could see his 
little motherless children quietly sleep- 
ing. Just then he heard merry voices 
singing the very songs he and his 
wife and children had sung;. The 
thought rushed in upon him that she 
was singing them and blending her 
voice with the angels. Musing on this, 
he was impressed with the quiet beauty 
of the night. He turned quickly, sat 
down, and in a few moments penned 
his now famous "Stille Nacht." When 
it was written, he handed it to his 
organist who was staying with him. 
Mr. Gruber went into the church and 
sat at the organ. In the morning he 
called together his choir and rehearsed 
the melody. 

This beautiful hymn is sung wher- 
ever Christmas is kept in the good old 
way. It is seldom that it does not 
arouse a wave of feeling in the hearts 
of those who hear it.

An Aviatisn Cadet Selection Team 
will visit Susquehanna University on 
January 14. The team will come here 
to advise graduating seniors regarding 
the aspects of a pcssible military 
future and to answer any questions 
concerning the United States Air Force 
Avaiation Cadet program. 

Major Floyd A. Blackburn, senior 
pilot and president of the team, states: 
that the Air Force is mainly interested 
in the graduating senior for this par- 
ticular program. "As far as possible," 
Major Blackburn said, "the Air Force 
does not desire to interrupt a student's 
education." He continued, "If a man 
has completed two years of college and 
he is unable to continue with his for- 
mal schooling, we will consider him for 
this program." 

To qualify for this program, a stu- 
dent must pass a three day testing 
pericd at Sampson Air Force Base, 
Geneva, New York. Included is a test 
cf physical and mental qualifications. 
The student must also be a citizen be- 
tween the ages of 19 and 26 'j, be 
single and agree to remain so until 
completion of his cadet training, and 
have completed at least two years of 
college. He must also have the incen- 
tive to fly. 

Members of this team wish to stress 
that students will be under no obliga- 
tion when speaking to the team mem- 
bers. The team will be here to advise 
June graduates and other interested 
students of the necessary qualifications 
of the program, and to answer any 
questions regarding the Aviation Ca- 
dets, cr the Air Force in general.

Say It Isn't So! 

Leading sociological studies show 
that, on the whole, men are attracted 
to women to whom they can feel 
intellectually superior. They tend to 
marry girls whose I.Q. and educa- 
tional attainments are less than their 
own. Indeed, investigations show that 
the average male has a very marked 
tendency to shy away from girls whom 
he suspects of having more brains 
than he has. 

The man of better than average 
education, however, is much more 
willing to marry a girl whose I.Q. is 
on a par with his own. For example, 
studies conducted at leading univer- 
sities in various parts cf the United 
States show that most college men 
prefer a mate of equal intelligence and 
education; and although it was found 
that an extremely small percentage 
wanted wives whose mentality sur- 
passed their own, very few wanted 
their helpmates to be less intelligent. 

Incidentally, evidence indicates that 
the college man is more choosy in 
the selection of a mate than other 
men. Sociologist Clifford L. Kirk- 
patrick polled male students at two 
leading eastern universities on this 
question in terms cf their most fre- 
quent choices, the ideal wife is 5 feet 
5 inches, weighs about 120 pounds, dees 
not wear glasses, possesses sex appeal 
and a good figure, and is a college 
graduate. She must be courageous, 
possess the quality of helpfulness, be 
able to meet people, and be truthful 
at all times. Also, she must not have 
too dominating a personality. 

Don't worry too much though, girls, 
if you are on the Dean's List. The 
University of Pennsylvania, after an 
extensive study of the subject, found 
that men think they are more intelli- 
gent than women anyway. Men also 
believe that they are more industrious 
and persevering. Paradoxically per- 
haps, the men believe that they are 
the more submissive sex, and that they 
are more dependent on women than 
vice versa. Other male convictions are 
that women are more sensitive, but 
less passionate; that women talk too 
much. 

The university investigators then 
made a survey of females and found, 
surprisingly enough, that the women 
were in virtual agreement with the 
men on all these points but two. They 
felt that they were the more sub- 
missive £ex, and the most industrious 
and persevering.

College Classes 
Need Improvement 



If a democratic classroom atmos- 
phere yields the best educational re- 
sults — as recent studies have indicated 
— college classrooms offer opportuni- 
ties fcr considerable improvement, ac- 
cording to a study reported at the 
University of Illinois. 

Over 1,000 college students in eight 
different institutions of higher learn- 
ing participated in the study made at 
the University's College of Education 
by Prof. Ray H. Simpson and E. S. 
Brown and reported in a bulletin en- 
titled "College Learning and Teach- 
ing." Results of the study indicated 
that in a large percentage of college 
classes, the teacher tends to be an 
autocrat and the student is evaluated 
chiefly on the basis of how much of 
what has been told him he can remem- 
ber long enough to be quizzed. 

Apparently, very little is being done 
in college classrooms in the way of

COLLEGE CLASSES— Prom Page 2 
encouraging independent thought and 
research or in offering practice in 
reaching and trying out solutions to 
problems. Students are actually being 
taught to be dependent on teachers for 
systematic learning, rather than ac- 
quiring for themselves the habit of 
systematic learning which will be use- 
ful after college. 

The college courses rated by each 
student were selected arbitrarily— in 
each case, the first and second classes 
attended by the student during the 
week. All cf the students who partici- 
pated were taking a course in educa- 
tion cr psychology, but the courses 
rated were not necessarily in either of 
these fields. 

The "scales" used in rating the 
ccurses were developed by Prof. Simp- 
son, co-author of the study. From the 
student's selection of answers to a 
multiple-choice question, "total learn- 
ing quality" was scored by the authors. 
In general, this score indicated the 
extent to which democratic principles 
were applied and modern teaching 
methods were used in the classroom. 

On this scale classes in education, 
musi?, and art scored the highest; 
biological sciences, social studies, and 
physical sciences, lowest. Other re- 
sults noted: Required courses were 
cored higher in "total learning qual- 
ity" that electives; best learning ap- 
peared to occur in classes under in- 
structors between 30 atd 50 years of 
age; courses given by more than one 
instructor received significantly higher 
ratings than these taught by one only, 
the element of competition appearing 
to affect teaching quality. 

Size of class had no significant effect 
on the score, suggesting that better 
teaching does not necessarily result 
from small classes. Perhaps instruc- 
tors do not know how to utilize poten- 
tial advantages. Classes conducted by 
the lecture method received the lowest 
ratings from the students. Further, 
almost 50 per cent of the classes were 
labeled predominantly lecture.

As yet, television reception in this 
immediate area is nothing to get too 
excited about. For the majority of us, 
the radio will have to suffice, at least 
fcr the present. After listening to a 
few programs of late, we have arrived 
at the conclusion that radio is in r. 
terrible state cf decline — its very 
future uncertain. The trouble seems 
to lie chiefly in the commercials; there 
just aren't enough of them. If radio 
is to rise once again to the heights, 
this appalling defect must be rem- 
edied: more time must be devoted to 
commercials. 

Commercials on radio today are not 
fair to the sponsors. To do justice to 
the sponsor's products, the sales talk 
should be at least twice as long. Cig- 
aret advertisers, instead of merely 
tampering briefly with the papers on 
one or two of the weeds, should peel 
a whole pack bare cf all paper, and 
then eat the remains. This should 
certainly prove something more con- 
clusive than anything being proved at 
the present — possibly that Luckies 
taste better for breakfast than any 
brand of corn flakes. 

Advertisements for detergents (it 
seems they don't make soap powder 
anymore) are much too dull and brief. 
The eclcrful story of all the pains- 
taking research required to make one 
perfect granule of the miracle clean- 
ing agent should be elaborated upon 
in greatest detail. 

Singing commercials should be in 
far greater abundance. The music in 
such commercials is generally of a 
higher calibre than the music in some 
of our so-called popular songs. The 
perfect execution of these singing 
commercials require the foremost of 
musical talent. Right now most sing- 
ing commercials are not perfectly 
executed. They are just plain slaugh- 
tered. Certainly Lily Pons would set 
a new milestone if she were to sing an 
aria listing the praises and virtues of 
some brewery's premium product. 

Magazines of today give silent as- 
sent to our contention that commer- 
cials on radio should be longer and 
greater in number. To reach the table 
of contents of several well-known pub- 
lications, one must wade through fifty 
pages of advertisements. Half of the 
remaining pages are eclor or double 
spread ads. Radio, therefore, would 
be completely justified in devoting 
fifteen minutes out of every half hour 
to commercials. Many other examples 
and citations could be given in favor 
of longer commercials, but the argu- 
ment can be clinched simply by noting 
the fact that radio commercials are 
generally more interesting than the 
programs themselves. Programs, no

For those students who are new 
on campus and for those who have 
forgotten some of the important facts 
of the library, here is a review of 
library information. 

The library is open from 7:50 a. m. 
to 12 noon, from 1:10 p. m. to 5 p. m., 
and from 7 to 10 p. m. on weekdays. 
On Saturdays the hours are from 7:50 
a. m. to 12 noon and from 1 to 3 p. m. 

In the library you will find all types 
of books and periodicals. Popular new 
fiction books, which would make good 
week-end reading, are on the rental 
shelf and may be borrowed for three 
cents a day. Books on the reserve 
shelf may not be taken from the 
library except at times when the 
library is closed, such as overnight. 
If the book is not returned promptly, 
a fine is charged. 

All other books may be borrowed 
for a period of two weeks and may- 
be renewed at the end of that length 
of time. 

The library subsribes to many maga- 
zines covering a variety of subjects. 
The most popular are Life, Holiday, 
and the Saturday Evening Post. The 
library also gets daily newspapers in- 
cluding the New York Times, Phila- 
delphia Inquirer, and The Selinsgrove 
Times. A little used facility of the 
library is the pamphlet file for in- 
formation which cannot be found in 
books or magazines. 

If you find any difficulty in using 
the library, the librarian is always 
willing to help you. 

Suggestions for improving the li- 
brary in any way are willingly accep- 
ted. If you have a reasonable idea 
which will make cur library a better 
one .tell the librarian.

He ' 
saw a statue of a Negro slave and i 
decided to study medicine and go to 
Africa. 

Dr. Schweitzer could have had a 
famous career of surgery in his home- 
land and become famous throughout 
the world as a wealthy, successful doc- 
tor; rather, he chose the simplicity 
cf a native village and went to Africa 
in 1913 with his wife, who was a nurse. 

This surgeon was one of the great- 
est missionaries in the world; if we 
could be more like him! The motto, 
"Let George do it," is no good; every- 
one should aid the Christian church. 
Countries need religious aid as well 
as financial aid. 

Work hours used to be 60 hours, now- 
one works 40 hours. What is done with 
the 20 that have been eliminated? 
These extra hours should be spent 
helping in the church— as members of 
the church council, as ushers, Sunday 
s-hool teachers, choir members, etc. 

In closing her address, Miss Osborn 
quoted a section of the scripture 
lessen, saying that we must all help 
our fellowmen, administering unto 
them, so that on the judgment day 
the King will not say, "Depart from 
me, ye cursed, into the eternal fire 
prepared for the devil and his aOf«ll."

A revised and specialized program 
in retailing, in which both men and 
women may enroll, has been adopted 
by Ohio State University, according to 
an announcement by Dean Walter C. 
Weidler of the College of Commerce. 
The retailing curriculum is being 
offered in the department of business 
organization. The new curriculum, 
Dean Weidler said, has been establish- 
ed to help meet the increased demand 
on the part of students and retail 
firms, for training in this field. 

A specialized curriculum known as 
"Retail Merchandising fcr Women" 
was set up there in 1942, and since that 
time has proved one of the most popu- 
lar areas cf study for wemen inter- 
ested in collegiate business training. 
Average enrollment each year has 
been approximately 150 women, and 
graduates from the program have 
numbered 20 to 30 annually. 

After World War II, when veterans 
returned to the University, student 
interest in retail training began to 
increase, and Ohio stcres stimulated 
this interest by hiring not only wo- 
men from the retail merchandising 
program but also men graduates who 
had majored in marketing. As a re- 
sult, the College of Commerce made 
plans for revising its retailing pro- 
gram, in line with present-day condi- 
tions, to include men. 

The new prcgram incorporates the 
basic requirements established by the 
American Association of Collegiate 
Schools cf Business for the degree of 
bachelor of science in business admin- 
istration, plus certain specialized 
courses dealing with retail problems.

stores' training programs. Twenty- 
two per cent of the graduates are 
employed in fields other than retailing

S. U. Star Course will present as the third program in the 1952-1953 ! 
series, the world-famous commentator and lecturer, Upton Close, this Wednes- 
day, February 18, at 8:30 p. m. in Seibert Hall Chapel. 

Upton Close (Josef Washington Hall) was born in Kelso, Washington, 
February 27, 1894. His father was a New Englander of Scotch descent, and 
his mother was born in Geneva, Switzerland. The period was still close enough 
to pioneer days so that every home was intensely interested in the political 
and economic fcrces which were so rapidly shaping the new states of the 
Northwest. The fcurdaticn principles of the American Republic were very 
dear to the hearts of the pioneers, and children in these homes early knew 
their meaning. 

Such surroundings had a great in- 
fluence on the education of young 
Josef Hall. After graduation from a 
small college in Walla Walla, Wash- 
ington, he went to Washington, D. C, 
for further study at George Washing- 
ten University. Soon after graduation 
he went to China, and there started 
in earnest on his wcrk in journalism. 

It was an exciting time for a young 
man to be in China— following the fall 
cf the Manchu Dynasty. The war 
lords were fighting for contrcl, each 
cne hoping to make himself the 
master of China's great resources, and 
almost everyone intriguing with seme 
fcreign power to share in the exploita- 
tion of these rsources. Naturally, 
Jcsef Hall's sympathies were with the 
young people who were struggling to 
found a republic patterned after that 
cf the United States. He became advi- 
sor to the Student Revolutionaries in 
Peiping, and also aide to General Wu 
Pei-fu, the most praiseworthy leader 
of that day. Of these experiences he 
wrote in his first book, In the Land 
of the Laughing Buddha. 

Mr. Hall was for a while the editor 
cf the Peking Leader, a continuation 
of the oldest newspaper in the world, 
and he was co-manager of a Chinese 
news service with Hollington K. Tong, 
whose career of later years has been 
so closely associated with Generalissi- 
mo Chiang's. Through his aptitude for 
languages, plus diligent study of the 
Chinese and deep sympathy with 
Chinese thought and custom, Mr. Hall 
was able to travel in native costume 
and attract little attention. He served 
for a time as an intelligence officer for 
the United States government during 
the first World War. 

About this same time Mr. J. B. Pow- 
ell, veteran American newspaperman 
of Shanghai, asked Mr. Hall to make 
a trip through the province of Shan- 
tung, and report to him on the activi- 
ties of the Japanese, who were attemp- 
ting to gain control of this rich pro- 
vince. (Shantung is the province

Dr. Charles Gregory, age 33, of 
Indianapolis, Indiana, received the 
1952 Kappa Delta Award of $l,0CO for 
the best research accomplishment in 
orthopedic surgery in the United 
States. Dr. Gregory, a resident fellow 
in orthopedic surgery at the James 
Whitccmb Riley Hospital, Indianapo- 
; lis, has been recalled to service with 
1 the Navy, and is stationed on a hcs- 
pital ship eff the coast of Korea as 
Chief of Orthopedic Service. The 
award was presented by Dr. Claude N. 
Lambert cf Chicago, Illinois, chair- 
man cf the committee on scientific 
j investigation and Dr. Francis Mc- 
Keever cf Los Angeles, Califcrnia, 
| president of the American Academy 
! of Orthopedic Surgeons, at its 20th 
j annual dinner meeting in Chicago. 
j Accepting the award fcr Dr. Gregory 
j was Dr. Gecrge Garceau, head of the 
[ Department of Orthopedic Surgery at 
j the University of Indiana School of 
] Medicine, under whom Dr. Gregory 
did his research wcrk. Dr. Lambert 
briefly described the research project 
and its clinical value to science. 

The title of Dr. Gregory's research 
project was "Experiment in Bone 
Healing Studied by Vital Staining 
Methods." By means of carefully con- 
trolled experiments Dr. Gregory has 
shown that bone grafts do live and 
become an active part of the bene to 
which they are applied. There has 
been considerable debate in the past 
as to the part that a grafted bone 
plays in the healing process. This re- 
search sheds considerable light on the 
process of both normal healing and 
cases in which a bone graft is used. 
The annual $1,000 award was estab-

ATC Offers Fellowship 
To Chem, Physics Major 

Susquehanna University seniors 
majoring in chemistry or physics are 
eligible for Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion-sponsored graduate fellowships in 
radiological physics for the 1953-54 
school year. 

Radiological physics is a new and 
expanding field of science. It is con- 
cerned with health physics, radiation 
monitoring and control, radioisotope 
measurements and similar activities 
associated with the use of radioiso- 
topes or the release of nuclear energy. 

Up to 75 fellowships may be awarded 
with fully-accredited graduate study to 
be carried out in three locations. One 
program is operated by the University 
Of Rochester and Brookhaven Nati. nai 
Laboratory, another by the University 
cf Washington and the Hanford Works 
of the AEC, and the third by Vat.dcr- 
bilt University and the Oak Ridge 
National Laboratory. 

In each case, nine months cf course 
work at the university is followed by 
three months of additional study and 
Odd traird&g at the cooperating AEC 
installation. The program is accredited 
for graduate-level training leading to- 
ward an advanced degree. 

Basic stipends for fellows is $1600 
per year, with an allowance of $350 if

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YOU Can Help Sell Susquehanna, Too 

Most of us are aware of the critical problem of decreased student enroll- 
ment in the colleges and universities throughout cur country. Most of us are 
also aware cf the fact that the newer, more strict Selective Service System 
ruling cencerninq; perspective male college freshmen recently graduated from 
hi?h school, will take a heavy toll of students. But in the eyes of average 
college students these problems seem rather vague and distant, and because 
cf their magnitude are difficult to comprehend fully. 

A problem, however, that is by no means distant ncr toe large for us to be 
able t-. understand exists right here en our own campus. A problem that is 
going to take the cocrdinated effort cf both administration and students to 
solve. Kcw many cf us know what the actual enrollment of S. U. is? Well, at 
present there are 382 students enrolled at Susquehanna. That figure by itself 
does not mean very much. Hcwever, if we compare it to the alleged number of 
students, 430, necessary to maintain the school adequately, we find the enroll- 
ment very definitely lacking. 

What does this situation mean to you as an individual student? It stands 
to res sen that ycu can't spend money you don't have and the school, unless it 
ctraws en reserves, cannot continue functioning well at this present financial 
rate. Also, being located in the state of Pennsylvania we must compete with 
approximately forty-nine other schools for students. Pennsylvania has more 
schools than any other state in the Union. This factor alone makes getting 
students very difficult. Although we get some people from New Jersey and a few 
ether states, the bulk of the student body resides in Pennsylvania. 

raking up the 18 students deficit plus enrolling a large enough freshman 
class to keep our school's financial situation sound is truly going to be a 
difficult task, and if we don't pitch in and help the administration, we're likely 
to suffer for it in many and varied ways. True, the administration is in a much 
better position to secure new students, but we can do everything we can to give 
assistance. A manufacturer cf a product considers a user telling a potential 
user about it cne of the best pcssible means of advertising avai!ab!e. So too. 
we can tell people thinking about going to college to investigate Susquehanna; 
it is to our own personal advantage. Let's pull together and do whatever we 

can to help.

The cherry 
tree incident is cne of the most told 
and retold legends in our national 
folklore. Seriously, Washington was 
exceedingly henest and truthful, but 
perhaps it is time for us to review 
other great traits cf Washington's 
character. His devotedness, sincerity, 
and deep-rooted faith could well be 
illustrated with more absolute ex- 
amples and would be possibly more 
significant in these times than the 
rather shop-worn cherry tree tale.

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WORLD FAMOUS— From Page 1 
which Japan was forced to return to 
China by the Treaty cf Versailles.) So 
that the Japanese might not know 
who was making these reports, Mr. 
Hall signed them "upclose." When 
sending the first dispatch, the Chinese 
telegrapher made a slight mistake, so 
that when it reached Mr. Powell, it 
was signed "Upton Close." Mr. Powell 
liked this so much that he wrcte to 
Mr. Hall suggesting he use "Upton 
Clcse" for his pen name— that it 
might bring him luck! 

After the terrible earthquake of 
1920 in the northwestern provinces. 
Mr. Close made a trip through that 
territory. This he reported in "Where 
the Mountains Walked" fcr the Na- 
tional Geographic Magazine. 

Upon his first return from the 
Orient, Mr. Clcse became professor of 
Asiatic Culture at the University of 
Washington, Seattle, and each sum- 
mer visited the Far East as leader of 
an Oriental seminar of students, 
teachers and professional people. Dur- 
ing these years, Mr. Close wrote many 
articles fcr leading magazines and 
newspapers, and published his books: 
Revolt cf Asia, Outline History of 
China <with Dr. Gowen), Eminent 
Asians and Challenge: Behind the 
Face cf Japan. 

Upton Close's latest book is Ladder 
of History, a topical survey of world 
history, new becoming widely used as 
a high school textbook. 

Upton Close is one of America's top 
lecturers and radio commentators. He 
stands today for the same foundation 
principles of cur American Republic 
which he adopted as a young man. 
Because of his study, travel and exper- 
iences in the Orient, he has long been 
known as an authority on Far Eastern 
affairs. At present, his syndicated 
newspaper column is published under 
the title "Close-Ups" and he publishes 
a bi-weekly personal newsletter known 
as Clcser-Ups.

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A Message to Seniors 



Coming hand in hand with spring and graduation is the problem of 
securing a position, starting you en your way toward a career. Of course, If 
you are "draft-bait" your problem has been solved for you for the present. 
But not all graduates, fortunately, will be drafted, and for them the problem 
remains. 

One of the most important phases of securing a position is the interview. 
Your college record, including scholarship and extracurricular activities, will 
help you, most certainly, but it is the interview which may make or break you. 
From now until June, many companies and other organizations will be 
sending their representatives to the campus to interview prospective seniors 
for jobs. These representatives are men trained in this type of work. They 
almost invariably are good judges of character and personality. The most 
important impression they get from you will be the impression they form while 
talking with you at the interview. One of these brief conversations may influ- 
ence your entire future. 

What should you, as a prospective job applicant, do to prepare yourself for 
an interview? Your physical appearance, quite obviously, is important. You 
should be well-groomed from head to foot. This simply means that you should 
wear a neatly pressed business suit, white shirt and tie. Remember, also, to 
shine your shoes, groom your nails, and have your hair neatly trimmed and 
combed. 

Just as important, and more likely to be overlooked, is another factor— 
the preparation and organization of your mind for the interview. Before the 
interview you should assemble your thoughts in order to be prepared for any 
and all questions which the interviewer might ask. You must try to anticipate 
his questions and mentally prepare the answers you would give. Most of the 
questions are easily answered without much thought. Questions concerning 
factual data should present no difficulties. Other than personal facts, the 
interviewer at the primary interview is likely to be interested only in your 
average, your class standing, and your extracurricular activities. 

The interviewer does not, however, confine his questions to factual 
information, and it is the other type which often leads to confusion of the 
interviewed. The interviewer may, for example, ask such questions as the 
following: Why did you make this interview? Why are you interested in this 
position and our company? For what reasons did you choose your particular 
field of study and this particular college? Of course, you know the answers 
to those questions, but unless you've thought about it beforehand, you may 
be caught off guard and find yourself unable to express your answers readily 
without groping for words. Remember, one basis for the interviewer's judg- 
ment of you is your ability to express yourself; therefore, before the interview, 
you should learn as much about the position and the company as possible so 
that you will know exactly for what type of position you are applying. Then 
you will be able to analyze your own feelings toward it easily. 

A few more pointers: It is wise to bring a pen and pencil with you; you 
may need them. Nothing else need be brought unless you have been given an 
application blank beforehand to fill out and bring to the interview. 

Don't talk too much. Confine your answers to the questions asked; how- 
ever, if you have some qualification which you think the interviewer should 
know about and won't be brought out by his questions, don't be afraid to tell 
him about it. But, by all means, be honest and sincere. It's not hard to spot 
a phony— even in a short time. 

Unless you're a hermit, it's impossible to go through life without being 
interviewed numerous times, not only for jobs but for many other reasons. 
It pays dividends to leave the best impression possible, and a little preparation 
beforehand insures this. 



"It can't be done," was the boast of the Phi Mu Delta brothers previous 
to the mysterious disappearance of Louis Drumm last Tuesday evening.

Everywhere, that is, except where the 
pledges were. They claim to have spent the night in the Sunbury jail. Although 
the editors certainly would not question this statement, some of the brothers 
have. At any rate, the pledges were not found, and after a full night's rest 
on inner spring mattresses, boldly entered Seibert Dining Hall the following 
morning. 

"It can't be done" is no longer the song of the fraternity. They now sing, 
"It had better not be done again."

DanishStampsShown 
By Dr. Armstrong 

Last Thursday evening at the 
monthly meeting of the West Branch 
Susquehanna Valley Stamp Club, Dr. 
Thomas Armstrong displayed an ex- 
hibit of stamps at the John R. Kauff- 
man, Jr., Public Library in Sunbury. 

This collection was of the Danish 
West Indies, now the Virgin Islands 
of the United States. Surcharged is- 
sues of 1902- 19C3 stamps and bisected 
stamps of 1903 were shown and ex- 
plained. 

These several interesting issues were 
used while the colony was waiting for 
new stamps to be sent them from 
Copenhagen in two new values as 
required by a change in postal rates 
that had taken place on January 1, 
1902. It was not until May 20, 1903, 
that the new stamps finally arrived 
and it was possible to cease the use 
of the surcharged and bisected stamps. 
Numerous plates and surcharge vari- 
eties found in these makeshift stamps 
were shown.

b lecture concerning vitamin B12 anti- 
biotics and their relation and applica- 
tion to both the curative and preven- 
tive aspects of human physiology. 

Dr. Hoffman is the manager of 
C herokee Process Development at 
Merck and Company, Inc., of Danville. 
He received his B.S. degree from the 
University of Wisconsin and his M.S. 
from the University cf Michigan. He 
also received his Ph.D. in organic 
chemistry at the University cf Michi- 
gan working under Dr. Bachman on 
the thesis, "Dissociation of Pentaary- 
lethanes." 

Dr. Hoffman is a member of Phi 
Lambda Upsilon, the American Chem- 
ical Society, and the Society of Sigma 
Xi. The latter is an honorary scien- 
tific fraternity. 

The vitamin B12 antibiotic, the 
subject of Dr. Hoffman's talk, is one 
cf the most recent vitamins to be 
synthesized. It is used in alleviating 
anemia. The development of the 
vitamin B12 required the integration 
of the three sciences, biology, physics, 
and chemistry. 

For any person interested in science, 
Dr. Hoffman's program promises to be 
valuable and enlightening. All per- 
sons are invited to attend, and it is 
hoped that a large number of students 
and others will be present.

Don't Pity the Poor Dog 



We always hear how dumb dOfl are. 
They use all limbs to walk. 
For it is true, we use but two, 
And dogs can't even talk.

Most of us have made a good beginning with the initiaticn cf the Lenten 
seascn. Seme have made resolutions to practice some form cf self denial. 
Others have net yet given this any serious thought but may have it on their 
"must" list, or it may become a "waiting" list when it is shoved aside contin- 
ually for a more opportune time. Still others did have some form of spiritual 
warming but when they withdraw from the devotional atmosphere of worship 
or private devotions where the inspiration was recreated, their whole being 
swings back to the other extreme of wordly mindedness like a pendulum. The 
good intentions become dormant, somewhat like a cargo with nc propelling 
power. 

The churches and the campus offer daily opportunities wherein we can 
find our defects of character, repair them, and then we must not fail to keep 
on building. 

Most cf us have always thought of Lent merely as a penitential season 
during which we give up various pleasures, such as movies, candy, cigarettes, 
dancing and other pleasures. If our Lenten practices are properly motivated 
they can help build virtue; they can be positive. In addition to self denial we 
might suggest frequent worship and whenever possible participation in the 
Lord's Supper. 

One has been constrained in varied situations to consider the aspects of 
positive and negative teaching. It is generally found easier to discipline with 
the negative "thou shalt net" rather than with positive and constructive 
guidance that wouid lead into a consumation of well planned objectives. 

Let us. therefore, be alert for those goals which will make us conscious of 
Christ's principle, "This do and thou shalt live." Life cannot be lived in a 
vacuum. Whenever you become aware of any questionable habits, eliminate 
them, but immediately put something better in their place. 

We are attending college not only for an education, but also to secure 
a foundation for our life's selected vocation. Too often we neglect the spiritual 
way of life on our campus. When you take inventory cf your life ask yourself 
a personal question, "Which way am I following, the material or the spiritual?"

Senior Year — 

By the start of senior year you 
should have a good understanding of 
your strengths and weaknesses, your 
aptitudes and interests.

For the first time since 1951 there 
is en exhibition at Susquehanna Uni- 
versity the famous Japanese wood- 
block prints imported by the Robert- 
Lee Galleries of Newtown, Connecti- 
cut. The show opened Monday, March 
2, and will continue through Saturday, 
March 14. Sixty-five prints are on 
display in the main ccrridor of Bogar 
Hall, where they are exciting a great 
deal of enthusiastic cemment; forty 
miniature prints may be found at the 
University Library.

Reflecting back to the school year of 1949 and 1950 is dene enly for com- 
parison. The classes then were held in Steele Science and in G.A. It was net 
odd at all to see men running through the halls of G.A. with bathrobes on as 
you went to ycur right o'clock classes. The desks were of the 190C vintage and 
were carved up with initials cf the graduating classes running back to the 
twenties. The lighting in the classrooms reminded one of Abraham Lincoln's 
day when reading was dene by firelight. 

Parking space at S. U. was at a premium. The old corn field parking lot 
next to Seibert took its toll of the unwary in the winter and rainy seasons. 

Three years? Yes, three years and all these things have changed. Bogar 
hall has in itself changed the attitude of the students toward Susquehanna. 
Here is a building unequaled in its uniqueness and offering the student a 
suitable place in which to concentrate and study. 

The first floor of G.A., previously a dark, forbidding place, has been changed 
into the campus' great social center, a place where every student feels at home. 

The new macadam parking lot and the painted parking zones have given 
the outsider the impression of definite organization and accomplishment. They 
are pleasing to the eye and add convenience both for the faculty and student 
body. 

Although great strides have been taken in many directions there are still 
problems and many loose ends that must be taken care of soon. One such, is 
the problem of adequate lighting equipment for our dances. Wayne Miller, 
who is in charge of lighting for dances, receives from the school but eight 
spot holders and two extension ccrds to work with. The rest of the equipment 
including the actual lights is owned by a fraternity. This information, I am 
sure, surprises you as much as it did me when I learned about it. Dances at 
school affect the entire student body. An improvement, therefore, would aid 
in the success of every dance and help the decorators perform their job, which 
mest of us will vouch for, is a difficult task. 

Susquehanna has come a long way and we, the student body, thank the 
administraticn for their foresight in planning. With major projects out of the 
way for the present time, though, it's time for odds and ends to be taken care 
of. There is an old saying that goes like this: "There is no time like the 
present time." Let us continue tc make progress.

In a country whose govern- 
ment is founded on revolution, who 
knows what might happen at any time. 

There are, however, some things we 
can be sure of, regardless of who is 
in power: they are that we are dealing 
with a nation that is very strong, 
second only to us; that their fcrm of 
government is so different from ours 
that we could never live near to nor 
harmoniously with them; and that 
they want to be a world ruler and will 
go to any means to satisfy that want. 

Let's renew our inspiration and en- 
thusiasm in our all-too-many-times- 
taken-for-granted way of life, so that 
we will always be stronger; that we'll 
never have to fear that another nation 
might over-power us.

Watercolor Scenes 
Exhibited in Bogar 



A new exhibition of art will run 
from March 14 to March 28 in the 
main corridor of Bogar Hall. This 
replaces a shewing of Japanese prints 
which has just closed. 

The new exhibition is by the tal- 
ented Massachusetts artist, Dorothy 
Mcintosh Cogswell, and is in the 
watercolor medium. Miss Cogswell was 
bcrn in Plymouth, Massachuetts, in 
1909. and received her baccalaureate 
and master's degree in fine arts from 
Yale University. Since 1939 she has 
been at Mount Holyoke College, where 
she is now associate professor of art 
and chairman of the Mount Holyoke 
Friends of Art. In 1942-43 she was 
president of the Springfield (Massa- 
chusetts) Art League, he has exhibited 
at the 1939 New York World's Fair, 
at the Pennsylvania Academy of the 
Fine Arts' annual water color show, 
the New York Water Color Society, 
the Connecticut Academy, etc. In 
1936 Miss Cogswell received honorable 
mention for her work at the Meriden 
(Connecticut) Arts and Crafts Show, 
and first prize for Water Color at the 
Eastern States Exposition in 1941. 
She has had one-woman shows at the 
Albany Institute of History and Art 
in 1946, George Walter Vincent Smith 
Museum at Springfield in 1946, at 
Elmira College, University cf Massa- 
chusetts, Rutgers University, and the 
Attleboro (Massachusetts) Museum, 
1949-51. The Springfield Museum of 
Fine Arts purchased her "Celtic Cross" 
in 1951. She is a well-known lecturer 
on modern art and the technique of 
water color. 

Miss Cogswell's work is noteworthy 
for its free-flowing, fluid style, its 
happy use of color and its composi- 
tional strength. The artist exhibits a 
ftne sense of form and substance, 
which she expresses in the modern 
idiom.

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What Do We Mean By the Honor System? 

Being a new student at Susquehanna I am prcne to be a litt'e skeptical of 
seme of the things found here. But instead cf going Into a leng harangue cf 
petty "gripes" and grievances, I wish to suggest something constructive and that 
is the Honor System. Why not try it here? 

The Honor System in very clear, simple words is a pact or agreement 
between student and teachers whereby the student agrees neither to give nor 
receive aid in exams, homework, or any ether phase of school wcrk. As the 
name suggests the student is put en his hencr. This may sound like another 
scheme cf the administration to get more control over poor little you. But in 
reality the student gets mere freedom and marks are fairer. During an exam 
some cf the pressure is relieved if the teacher's "cold, hard eyes" are not over 
ycu constantly. One dees not feel obliged to help out a best friend or roommate 
and student-teacher relations seem to be much more at ease. I have tried to 
point out just a few of the numerous benefits of the Honor System, but the 
disadvantages must be faced. 

In the first place the personality cf the teacher cften affects the student. 
Secondly, the student is the kevstone. He, and he alone, determines whether 
the system will work. If the teacher is respected, so is the Honor code and 
vice-versa. Weighing both sides for and against the Honor System other 
colleges have found that the affirmative is much heavier. We are here in 
college basically to learn responsibility, and so why not accept it now? It seems 
rather degrading or maybe childish when a teacher asks the class to separate 
to various corners cf the room while a test is being given, as if we were being 
forced into honesty and silently accused. Why not do something about this? 
Who will be standing ever us in later life demanding that we be fair and 

honest? . 

A rough plan might be something like this. Each student is given a card 
with the honor pledge on it to sign. Then an Hcnor Court is set up representing 
various groups of the student body to enforce the system. Thus, the control 
and force would be entirely in the hands cf the students. Maybe some organ- 
ization on campus like the student council cr the S.C.A. could foster this idea, 
get some action started, and then present it to the student body and faculty 
to vote on. 



Stephens College Builds 
Audio- Visual Library 

Six years cf progress in building the 
audio-visual program at Stephens Col- 
lege are outlined in a report cf the 
director. Dr. Robert de Kieffer. Al- 
though the statement describes devel- 
opment prior to 1947, it is chiefly the 
story of the integrated program begun 
with the appointment that year cf tho 
National Audio-Visual Advisory Beard 

Using recommer.datiors from this 
board — educators, businessmen, and 
motion picture experts — the Audio- 
Visual Library, the report shows, has 
established a successful, college-wide 
program with the following basic func- 
tions : 

1. It is the responsibility cf the 
Library to inform faculty members cf 
new equipment and materials which 
have been developed and or procured 
by the College for their use in im- 
proving instruction. 

2. The major responsibility cf the 
Library is to help faculty members to 
help themselves. With increased em- 
phasis en audic-visual materials, in- 
dividual faculty members have pre- 
viewed existing materials and devel- 
oped new materials to assist them with 
their cwn instruction. Faculty mem- 
bers have become nationally known as 
audic-visual experts in their own sub- 
ject matter areas. 

3. It has been recognized as impera- 
tive that the Library assume the func- 
tion cf supplying the faculty members 
with materials aid equipment if the 
audic-visual program is to be effective. 

4. Faculty are kept aware not enly 
of the operation cf equipment but also 
cf effective utilization techniques. 

5. Because there are not sufficient 
appropriate materials for effective col- 
lege teaching throughout the curricu- 



lum, it has been found necessary to 
produce materials for specific teaching 
and learning situations. The Library 
has assumed responsibility for the 
development of charts, graphs, work- 
boards, slides, strip films, ar.d other 
materials. A technique which empha- 
sizes the nature of the problem rather 
than materials to be produced has 
been successfully developed. 

"The first twe years of the organized 
program, major attention was directed 
towards developing the administrative 
phase cf the working in obtaining fa- 
cilities and providing services which 
the faculty needed for the improve- 
ment cf instruction and the communi- 
cation cf ideas," the report states 
'The next two years devoted to devel- 
oping an awareness on the part of 
faculty members of the values inherent 
in using such materials." 

Suggestions for future planning are 
summarized in the report as follows: 
Allotment cf time and responsibility 
to cne member cf each departmental 
staff to help teachers contiguously to 
find ways of utilizing, to the fullest 
extent, these audio-visual materials 
that demonstrably improve teaching; 
Workshop time for the preparation 
and production of materials and tests 
to accompany them; increased training 
for all faculty in effective utilization of 
materials; extended class visits by an 
audio-visual expert to assist the in- 
structor develop materials and improve 
utilization.

Tremendous recent progress toward 
t control for infantile paralysis has 
light us to the threshold of preven- 
ti n of the disease. Thanks to the 
rapport of the March of Dimes by the 
American pecple, scientists are now 
planning the first field trials of a 
pi lio vaccine, and manufacturers e-e 
I during the blood fraction, gamma 
I bulin, for limited use as a tempo- 
r s v preventive of paralysis. 

Both are good news. Hope rides high. 

But despite this, 1953 will see out- 
l aks of polio; we cannot count on 

. startling reduction of cases this 
year. Reasons: 

'1) The vaccine is not here— it has 
yel to be tested. 

>2> Despite every effort of the Na- 
t nal Foundation for Infantile Para- 
. 's, the American Red Cross and 
I vernment authorities, gamma glob- 
u ii will be in such short supply it 
i be given to fewer than one mil- 
. n children out of a population of 
4 .000,000 in the most susceptible age 
ups. 

We must understand and accept the 
l bl and keep cool heads when faced 
'•' h the reality of polio. We can not 
i ix our watchfulness nor ignore the 
i' ml precautions yet awhile. If polio 
' ncs to your community you will 

nt to observe the sensible rules for 
ci health that have been urged in 
vinus years: 

let your children continue to play 
with their usual companions and avoid 
iii w groups.

somehow he replaced our sen. At first 
Tom couldn"t understand why we 
were helping him.

On Wednesday, April 15, a United 
States Air Fcrce Aviation Cadet Se- 
lecticn Team visited Susquehanna 
University in Room 4, Bogar Hall. 
This is the same team which visited 
last fall for the purpose of publicizing 
the Cadet Training Program. 

Team members will be available 
to discuss students' military problems 
and to counsel all persons interested 
in the Aviaticn Cadet Program. 

During the team's previous visit, 
many students were extremely inter- 
ested in Aviation Cadet training but 
were advised to postpone application 
until this semester. All prospective 
applicants should complete their ap- 
plications at this time. 

Fcr the expeditious handling of 
applications, it wculd be well to ob- 
tain the following documents: birth 
certificate and a grade transcript. 
These papers are necessary to com- 
plete the application in its entirety; 
however, if men were not able to ob- 
tain these papers previously, their 
applications may be accepted. 

After completing the application 
prospective cadets will be sent to 
Sampson Air Force Base, Geneva, New 
York, to initiate qualifying mental and 
physical examinations. After finishing 
these tests, and before departing from 
Sampson, the applicant will be in- 
formed of his qualification and dis- 
qualification. 

Major F. A. Blackburn, Team Presi- 
dent, states that the application pro- 
cessed by the team is only a request 
tr> complete the qualifying examina- 
tions. If the student passes fhe tests, 
he will be given a four month draft 
deferment to enable the Air Force to 
complete his papers and to assign him 
to his proper flying training class. 
Graduating seniors are given highest 
priority for rapid assignment if they 
request it. 

As was stated during the former 
visit, the Air Force is particularly 
desirous of obtaining graduating sen-

Dr J. J. Pelikan, Professor cf Histori- 
cal Theology, Concordia Seminary, St. 
Louis, Missouri, declare that an in- 
creased emphasis en religion in Amer- 
ican colleges has been apparent during 
the past tsn years. 

Mere than 200 faculty and admin- 
istrative heads discussing the place 
of religion in college teaching and 
administration listened to addresses 
by such well-known leaders as Dr. 
Arnold Nash, Prcfesscr cf the History 
cf Religion, University cf North Caro- 
lina, and Dr. Paul L. Homer, Pro- 
fessor cf Philosophy, University of 
Minnesota. 

Under the auspices cf The Board of 
Education of The United Lutheran 
Church in America, representatives 
were in attendance from church, secu- 
lar, and tax supported colleges and 
agreed that the teaching cf subject 
matter alone was net enough. Dr. 
Nash declared that it was impcssible 
to teach any subject and not project 
personal viewpoints on important re- 
ligious concepts. "It is therefore 
within the power of the teacher," said 
Dr. Nash "to be a positive influence 
in the religious life of the student." 

Special study groups in languages, 
counseling, physical sciences, social 
sciences, fine arts, philosophy and re- 
ligion, public relations, and adminis-

The program opened with two expressive selections by Palestrina followed 
by Beethoven's "Symphony No. 4," an ambitious undertaking. 

Anguish, power, beauty, and pathos, these four motives could be heard 
in the playing cf the "Gluck Overture." The organ provided color and added 
background to the two "Woodland Sketches" by MacDowell. Each sketch 
charmingly expressed a single musical thought— the simplicity of a wild 
flower— the tranquillity of an evening sunset. 

The novelty number, "The Clock" 
by Conkling, was well received by the 
audience. The percussion section was 
'■specially noteworthy. The steady 
tick-took cf the nursery clock opened 
the composition. A lazy blues tune 
played by the clarinet was then 
heard. Flutes, herns, and tympani 
u;ined in to portray the battle raging 
in the nursery. Again the bsautiful 
blues tune was heard, and the piece 
vas concluded with the steady ticking 
cf the clock and a bread style por- 
traying the happy resolution cf 
troubled dreams. 

Excellent rhythm and precision 
marked the "Roumanian Rhapsody" 
by Enesco. 

As an encore, the orchestra played 
a Dutch tune which was recognized 
by all to be that tune characterizing 
the familiar "Prayer cf Thanksgiving."

Let's Unite 
Business and Education 

Great stress has recently been 
placed upon the financial crisis faced 
by our higher institutions of learning, 
the nature and causes of which no 
one knows better than this audience. 

A still greater crisis is faced by the 
cultural as opposed to the specialized 
education. 

Out of these challenges of finance 
and of specialization can come a con- 
structive revolution in education, one 
that is long overdue. 

Having learned here in America to 
produce guns as well as butter, and 
now to fear a surplus of each, need 
we despair of the utility of education? 
The problems, rather, are: 

a. to preserve its independence, 

b. to broaden its scope, 

c. to channel constructively the vast 
revenue it produces, and 

d. to direct wholesomely the leisure 
it affords. 

If the educated man earns three 
times as much as the uneducated, can 
he not consume three times as much 
and dees it not behoove business to 
see that there are more cf the educat- 
ed? Certainly, business does not pro- 
pose to plead guilty to the indictment 
that the only outlet for its productive 
genius is war. 

Tomorrow we will produce with one 
coal miner the tonnage it took 20 
miners to produce a generation ago. 
The newest plant of the Steel Corpora- 
tion is described as a push button 
plant. These mounting powers to pro- 
duce, this Frankenstein of production 
without labor, will force society to 



payer, has much at stake in healthy 
citizens, happy families and well ap- 
pointed homes. The sorry records of 
our public institutions, our relief rolls, 
our divorce and juvenile courts may 
not be the responsibility of our edu- 
cators but they are none the less 
symptoms cf deficiencies in cur edu- 
cation. 

If of women college graduates thirty- 
five per cent choose a career without 
marriage is it not because the cur- 
riculum has failed to attract those 
whose ambition is home making? And 
does not this startling fact concerning 
women suggest that there may be 
something equally wrong in what 
higher education offers to attract the 
boy? Perhaps a majority of the most 
talented of them, too, prefer to move 
along with life mere quickly, both 
economically and domestically. 

With less than half of our top 
twenty-five per cent in intelligence 
ever getting to college, and the com- 
mon denominator cf leisure a cocktail 
party, it is apparent that we have 
barely scratched the surface of higher 
education. 

If this planet is to endure we must 
be taught that the path to truth is 
not a collective one, that it can be 
attained only through the independent 
and critical approach, that it is far 
more important to criticize than to 
command, to dare than to conform. 
Men are not sheep nor mobs but fash- 
ion frequently decrees them to be so. 
The virtues of rugged individualism 
and private enterprise are surprisingly 
scarce even where they are most boast- 
ed. Nine business leaders out of ten 
will not express their own opinion on 
a delicate subject until they are sure 
of the popular view even though all 
nine of them know it is wrong, such 
is the power of opinion, even mis- 
taken opinion. There is something 
inherently faulty in cur teaching when 
this is so. 

We cannot hope to solve today's 
complex problems without thought. 
But where and when are we taught 
the virtue of solitude without which 
constructive thought is scarcely pos- 
sible. To be alone has almost become 
to be eccentric. My best work is done 
in an hour's walk along the ocean, 
but if the ordinary salaried business 
executive worked that way he would 
be fired. There are organizers of 
great business who have not yet been 
taught to organize their own lives. It 
is false notions of play, as well as 
crude habits of work, that make the 
typical wife of a successful executive 
a widow. 

Unless education better helps us in 
meeting today's problems of living and 
better prepares us for the sharply 
competitive economic struggle that 
lies ahead, will not even fewer young 
men and women elect to devote four 
of their most formative and crucial 
years to the often lax and direction- 
less routine of the campus, eyes turned 
back to so much that a old when there

The unmatched 
handiwork of the past came out of the 
guilds with their apprentice system, 
not out of the schools. What has been 
true of the skills can become true of 
all industry. Once such a trend starts 
the invasion of the field of education 
by business can bankrupt our higher 
institutions of learning, or reduce 
them to a mere appendage of the 
Federal Government. 

If our beginners in higher edUCft* 
tion were offered the privilege of 
alternating between college and busi- 
ness, hospitals or law office, in equal 
relays of three, four or six months, 
business to pay the c< Ms, would not 
business and education both ber.elit? 
Would not our colleges have more 
beginners and our businesses better 
suited ones? How much more intelli- 
gent would be the choice they finally 
make of a caieer! Under such ■ sys- 
tem our institutions of learning, like 
our businesses, would function con- 
tinuously throughout Um nuooi Mo 
mh re would future doctors or engineers 
spend their summers washing dishes. 

And this leads DM to another pro- 
posal. Our limber institutions of 
learning should embark upon an ag- 
gressive promotion of education among 
adults. If we have gene Iron the 60 
hour week U) the 40 hour week within 
our memories, can we not soon no to a 



thirty or even twenty-five hour week, 
and will time not hang even heavier 
on our hands. Education has given 
inadequate recognition to this revolu- 
tionary change that has so recently 
come into our lives. Unaccustomed 
to our idle hours, is it surprising that 
they are cften ill spent? 

If truth and beauty and integrity 
are forgotten and the fields or culture 
become fallow, the advancing years 
barren, not richer, is it not because 
we have neglected to cultivate in the 
best season? 

It has been well said that educa- 
tion as well as youth can be wasted 
on the youn'4. Is it not more logical 
for the organized pursuit of culture to 
accompany or follow economic suc- 
cess than it is for it to precede it? 
Cadillac does not direct its sales ener- 
gies to the young and unemployed but 
tO those who have attained a compe- 
tence. The awakening of an apprec- 
iation for the finer things in life can 
be more important after forty than 
under twenty. How many in this room, 
if they were adequately pensioned, or 
had attained some degree of finan- 
cial independence, would like to study 
music, gardening, painting, or even 
Greek? Our pension funds and in- 
surance tables tell us America is be- 
coming filled with such people, and 
our psychiatrists tell us that no one 
■0 needs wholesome occupation as the 
retired and often lonely man or wo- 
man. The yearning for knowledge, 
culture and companionship such as 
education can give continue-, until the 
if finally closed.

Beginning April 13 and continuing 
through April 18, Susquehanna Uni- 
versity Library has arranged to show 
in Bcgar Hall "Their Finest Hour," 
an exhibition based on the early years 
cf World War II when Britain stood 
alone against Nazi Germany. "Their 
Finest Hour" was prepared by the 
editors cf Life magazine ,in connec- 
tion with the publication of Winstcn 
Churchill's second volume of war 
memoirs. 

We now know from captured Ger- 
man archives that, long before the 
fall (1 France, Hitler's Admiralty had 
been studying a plan for the invasion 
(1 Britain, Preparations were speed- 
ed up after the French surrender, and 
Hitler's Directive No. 17 crdered in- 
tensified air attacks on Britain tc 
begin August 5, 1940, as preparatory 
to the invasion. Both sides realized 
that a successful invasion would de- 
pend on who had air superiority over 
the Island. 

It is these months of 1940 that are 
vividly portrayed In "Their Finest 
Hour." First, the invasion threat: I 
number of exhibition panels are de- 
voted to this phase, and shew an 
invasion plan and the counter-meas- 
ures- undertaken by Britain. Part two 
Hi the exhibition is concerned with 
the battle Ol Britain and the almost 
superhuman effort! of British airmen 
who with their small Spitfires defeated 
the German air armada. Part three 
deals with the blitz. Indiscriminate 
mass ah* attacks began on London and 
pread to other cities, The meat fire 
of U nd' n caused bj the Incendiary 
attack December 2§, 1M0, and the 
raid on Coventry are but two of the 
i nil als suffered by civilians during 
those mi nths. 

The many moving and dramatic 
phi tograplw are supplemented by re- 
productions of drawings ami paint- 
i he tcx' . i : mp 1 aed from Mr. 
Churchill's greal war speeches, raises 
the whoii exhibition to heroic pro- 
portions. It is indeed a visual dOCU- 
mert of that time when, "it the 
British Empire and Its Commonwealth 

last lor a thousand years, men will 
say. 'This was their finest hour'."

Captain W. F. Koehnlein, from the 
Office of Marine Officer Procurement, 
will be on the campus on Thursday, 
April 23, to discuss Marine Corps 
officer training programs with inter- 
ested students. Interviews may be 
scheduled by contacting Dean Gait's 
effice before Friday, April 17. 

Captain Koehnlein explained that 
the Marine Corps offers three officer 
training programs to college students 
—the Platcon Leaders Class for male 
freshmen, sophomcres and juniors; 
the officer Candidate Course for col- 
lege seniors; and the Women Officer 
Training Class fcr women students. 

None cf these programs requires any 
specialized studies or drills during the 
school term. Training fcr members 
of the Platoon Leaders Class and Wo- 
men Officer Training Program takes 
place during the summer recess. The 
summer training lasts for six weeks 
during each of two summers. During 
the training, members receive $150.00 
during the first summer and $185.00 
the second summer, plus their food, 
uniforms, medical care and transpor- 
tation to and from the training camps. 
Enrcllees receive commissions as sec- 
ond lieutenants in the Marine Corps 
Reserve after they have graduated 
from college. Under Selective Service 
Law, a member cf the Platoon Lead- 
ers Class is deferred from induction 
until after graduation. 

Seniors who enter the Officer Can- 
didate Course are crdered to active 
duty after graduation and become 
second lieutenants after successfully 
completing ten weeks of officer train- 
ing at Quantico, Virginia. Following 
this, is a five month long Officers 
Basic School. 

Newly commissioned second lieuten- 
ants from both the Platoon Leaders 
Class and Officer Candidate Course 
may apply for further specialized 
training in a variety of fields, includ- 
ing artillery, tanks, armored vehicle, 
supply, communications, disbursing 
and flight training.

THE OLD HOUSE 



Several years ago on a quiet, serene 
street in New York, stood an old 
house, patiently spending its last days 
in peace and solitude.

Now the house is gone, torn dowi 
to make way for new apartment 
But it had served its usefulness. 11 
had known the joys of laughter and 
gaiety and happy people within it 
walls, and the house had also known 
the sorrow of abandonment and deso 
lation. I cannot believe the house ll 
forgotten though. I would like t I 
think that whoever lived there still 
cherishes the memory of that old.

One of the most distinguished and 
articulate pianists on the concert stage, 
Irene Rosenberg, will appear in Seibert 
Hall auditorium, Thursday, April 23 
at 8:15 p. m. Her Town Hall concert a 
few seasons ago witnessed this bril- 
liant maturation of her talents and 
she was found to possess already, "the 
qualities that bespeak the top rank 
artist" N. Y. Herald Tribune. The 
following spring a tour of France, Nor- 
way, Switzerland, Denmark, and Swe- 
den displayed her phenomenal talents 
to European audiences unanimous in 
their praise of the young American 
artist.

Williamsburg, Va. These same quali- 
ties marked her performances when on 
an extensive tour of the Midwestern 
states for the University of Minnesota. 
"It is incredible that so young an 
artist could have arrived at so admira- 
ble a maturity and yet she has," wrote 
the St. Cloud Daily Times critic. He 
went on to elaborate that a musical 
millennium had at least arived .

Having learned here in America to 
produce guns as well as butter, and 
now to fear a surplus of each, need 
we despair cf the utility of education? 
The problems, rather, are: 

a. to preserve its independence, 

b. to broaden its scope, 

c. to channel constructively the vast 
revenue it produces, and 

d. to direct wholesomely the leisure 
it affords. 

If the educated man earns three 
times as much as the uneducated, can 
he not consume three times as much 
and dees it not behoove business to 
see that there are more cf the educat- 
ed? Certainly, business does not pro- 
pose to plead guilty to the indictment 
that the only outlet for its productive 
genius is war. 

Tomorrow we will produce with one 
coal miner the tonnage it took 20 
miners to produce a generation ago. 
The newest plant of the Steel Corpora- 
tion is described as a push button 
plant. These mounting powers to pro- 
duce, this Frankenstein of production 
without labor, will force society to 
recognize with Thoreau that there is 



payer, has much at stake in healthy 
citizens, happy families and well ap- 
pointed homes. The sorry records of 
our public institutions, our relief rolls, 
our divorce and juvenile courts may 
not be the responsibility of our edu- 
cators but they are none the less 
symptoms of deficiencies in our edu- 
cation. 

If of women college graduates thirty- 
five per cent choose a career without 
marriage is it not because the cur- 
riculum has failed to attract those 
whose ambition is home making? And 
does not this startling fact concerning 
women suggest that there may be 
something equally wrong in what 
higher education offers to attract the 
boy? Perhaps a majority of the most 
talented of them, too, prefer to move 
along with life more quickly, both 
economically and domestically. 

With less than half of our top 
twenty-five per cent in intelligence 
ever getting to college, and the com- 
mon denominator cf leisure a cocktail 
party, it is apparent that we have 
barely scratched the surface of higher 
education. 

If this planet is to endure we must 
be taught that the path to truth is 
not a collective one, that it can be 
attained only through the independent 
and critical approach, that it is far 
more important to criticize than to 
command, to dare than to conform. 
Men are not sheep nor mobs but fash- 
ion frequently decrees them to be so. 
The virtues of rugged individualism 
and private enterprise are surprisingly 
scarce even where they are most boast- 
ed. Nine business leaders out of ten 
will not express their own opinion on 
a delicate subject until they are sure 
of the popular view even though all 
nine of them know it is wrong, such 
is the power of opinion, even mis- 
taken opinion. There is something 
inherently faulty in cur teaching when 
this is so. 

We cannot hope to solve today's 
complex problems without thought. 
But where and when are we taught 
the virtue of solitude without which 
constructive thought is scarcely pos- 
sible. To be alone has almost become 
to be eccentric. My best work is done 
in an hour's walk along the ocean, 
but if the ordinary salaried business 
executive worked that way he would 
be fired. There are organizers of 
great business who have not yet been 
taught to organize their own lives. It 
is false notions of play, as well as 
crude habits of work, that make the 
typical wife of a successful executive 
a widow. 

Unless education better helps us in 
meeting today's problems of living and 
better prepares us for the sharply 
competitive economic struggle that 
lies ahead, will not even fewer young 
men and women elect to devote four 
of their most formative and crucial 
years to the often lax and direction- 
less routine of the campus, eyes turned 
back to so much that is old when there 
is so much new threatening to run

worth while to say are too busy to 
write it." He may have been wrong 
but it is true that unless institutional 
education keeps pace vocational and 
professional training can become a 
function of the hospitals, the work 
shops, the counting houses and labora- 
tories cf industry. The unmatched 
handiwork of the past came out of the 
guilds with their apprentice system, 
not out of the schools. What has been 
true of the skills can become true of 
all industry. Once such a trend starts 
the invasion of the Meld of education 
by business can bankrupt our higher 
institutions of learning, or reduce 
them to a mere appendage of the 
Federal Government. 

If our beginners in higher educa- 
tion were offered the privilege of 
alternating between college and busi- 
ness, hospitals or law office, in equal 
relays of three, four or six months, 
business to pay the ccsts, would not 
business and education both benefit? 
Would not our colleges have more 
beginners and our businesses better 
suited ones? How much more intelli- 
gent would be the choice they finally 
make of a career! Under such a sys- 
tem our institutions of learning, like 
our businesses, would function con- 
tinuously throughout the seasons. No 
more would future doctors or engineers 
spend their summers washing dishes. 

And this leads me to another pro- 
posal. Our higher institutions of 
learning should embark upon an ag- 
gressive promotion of education among 
adults. If we have gone from the N 
hour week to the 40 hour week within 
our memories, can we not soon go to a 



thirty or even twenty-five hour week, 
and will time not hang even heavier 
on our hands. Education has given 
inadequate recognition to this revolu- 
tionary change that has so recently 
come into our lives. Unaccustomed 
to our idle hours, is it surprising that 
they are often ill spent? 

If truth and beauty and integrity 
are forgotten and the fields or culture 
become fallow, the advancing years 
barren, not richer, is it not because 
we have neglected to cultivate in the 
best season? 

It has been well said that educa- 
tion as well as youth can be wasted 
on the young. Is it not more logical 
for the organized pursuit of culture to 
accompany or follow economic suc- 
cess than it is for it to precede it? 
Cadillac does not direct its sales ener- 
gies to the young and unemployed but 
to those who have attained i compe- 
tence. The awakening of an apprec- 
iation for the finer things in life can 
be more important after forty than 
under twenty. How many in this room, 
if they were adequately pensioned, or 
had attained some degree of finan- 
cial independence, would like to study 
music, gardening, painting, or even 
Greek? Our pension funds and in- 
surance tables tell us America is be- 
coming filled with such people, and 
our psychiatrists tell us that no one 
so needs wholesome occupation as the 
retired and often lonely man or wo- 
man. The yearning for knowledge, 
culture and companionship such as 
education can give continues until the 
eyes are finally closed.

Marine Corps Officer 
To Interview Students 



Captain W. F. Koehnlein, from the 
Office of Marine Officer Procurement, 
will be on the campus on Thursday, 
April 23, to discuss Marine Corps 
officer training programs with inter- 
ested students. Interviews may be 
scheduled by contacting Dean Gait's 
; tin e before Friday, April 17. 

Captain Koehnlein explained that 
the Marine Corps offers three officer 
training programs to college students 
—the Platoon Leaders Class for male 
freshmen, sophomores and juniors; 
the officer Candidate Course for col- 
lege seniors; and the Women Officer 
Training Class fcr women students. 

None cf these programs requires any- 
specialized studies or drills during the 
school term. Training fcr members 
of the Platoon Leaders Class ar.d Wo- 
men Officer Training Program takes 
place during the summer recess. The 
summer training lasts for six weeks 
during each of two summers. During 
the training, members receive $150.00 
during the first summer and $185.00 
the second summer, plus their food, 
uniforms, medical care and transpor- 
tation to and from the training camps. 
Enrcllees receive commissions as sec- 
ond lieutenants in the Marine Corps 
Reserve after they have graduated 
from college. Under Selective Service 
Law, a member cf the Platoon Lead- 
ers Class is deferred from induction 
until after graduation. 

Seniors who enter the Officer Can- 
didate Course are ordered to active 
duty after graduation and become 
second lieutenants after successfully 
completing ten weeks of officer train- 
ing at Quantico, Virginia. Following 
this, is a five month long Officers 
Basic School. 

Newly commissioned second lieuten- 
ants from both the Platoon Leaders 
Class and Officer Candidate Course 
may apply for further specialized 
training in a variety cf fields, includ- 
ing artillery, tanks, armcred vehicle, 
supply, communications, disbursing 
and flight training.

Beginning April 13 and continuing 
through April 18, Susquehanna Uni- 
versity Library has arranged to show 
In Bcgar Hail "Their Finest Hour,'' 
an exhibition based on the early years 
cf World War II when Britain stood 
alone against Nazi Germany. "Their 
Finest Hour" was prepared by the 
editors cf Life magazine ,in connec- 
tion with the publication of Winston 
Churchill's second volume of war 
memoirs. 

We now know from captured Ger- 
man archives that, long before the 
iall ol Prance, Hitler's Admiralty had 
been studying a plan for the invasion 
cf Britain. Preparations were speed- 
ed up after the French surrender, and 
Hitler's Directive No. 17 ordered In- 
tensified air attacks on Britai I tt 

begin August 5, 1940, as preparatory 

to the invasion. Both Sides realized 
that a successful invasion would de- 
pend on who had air superiority over 
the Island. 

It is these months of 1940 that arc 
vividly portrayed In "Their Finest 
Hour." First, the invasion threat: a 
number of exhibition panels are de- 
voted to this phase, and shew an 
Invasion plan and the counter-meas- 
ure! undertaken by Britain. Part two 
nt the exhibition is concerned with 
the battle of Britain and the almost 
superhuman efforts Of British airmen 
who with then small Spitfires defeated 

the Herman air armada. Pari three 
deal- with the bin.' Indiscriminate 
mass air attack- begai on Lond< n and 
pread to other cities. The great fire 
of London caused by the Incendiarj 
attack December 2», IM0, and the 
raid on Coventry are but two of the 
ordeals suffered bj civilians durum 
those mi nths.

Several years ago on a quiet, serene 
street in New York, stood an old 
house, patiently spending its last days 
in peace and solitude. 

I had passed the house several 
times before I noticed it, nestling un- 
obtrusively behind the protection of 
many majestic oaks. I would not have 
given it more than a glance then, had 
it not been for the singularity of the 
house. It looked quaint and out of 
place among the neighboring build- 
ings, which were large apartment 
houses and modern homes. Every 
detail about it suggested an age gone 
by. When I first saw it, I immedi- 
ately thought of a rural area in Old 
England as the logical setting for a 
house of this sort. Surely, it couldn't 
feel at home in the heart of a modern 
city. Yet, in spite of its quaintness, 
there seemed to be an air of dignity 
surrounding it, an air that seemed to 
deride the new and shining buildings 
surrounding it. 

The house was old. The walls were 
a dull gray. They appeared musty, as 
if the grime and soot of many genera- 
tions clung to them. Pieces of plaster 
had fallen from the walls, leaving 
long scars on the surface. These scars 
were a lighter shade of gray, some 
almost white, which gave the impres- 
sion of recent deterioration. Several 
long cracks ran the length of the 
walls and were deep, like wrinkles on 
the face of a very old person. 

The roof rested snugly on the 
walls. Enormous, overhanging eaves 
curved under themselves until thev 
nearly touched the walls. Nowhere 
was there a sharp line or angle to be 
seen. Both sides sloped gently down 
in stately fashion from the smoothly 
rounded top. The original color of the 
roof was impossible to distinguish for 
green moss had assumed possession of 
all but a few naked patches. These 
patches had been blackened from year, 
of exposure to the elements. A bat- 
tered chimney jutted half-heartedly 
from the roof, tired and worn-out 
from old age. 

Arched windows stared wistfully 
from their places in the wall, givin: 
the house the appearance of loneli 
ness, like a stranger in a big cit . 
with no one with whom he can talk. 
The stone steps had cracked; gra: 
and weeds had pushed their wa 
through the cracks. The door was (£ 
solid oak. Rusty hinges and bolts 
still held it firmly, daring any in- 
truder to try to enter. 

Now the house is gone, torn down 
to make way for new apartment 
But it had served its usefulness. It 
had known the joys of laughter tad 
gaiety and happy people within its 
walls, and the house had also known 
the sorrow of abandonment and deso- 
lation. I cannot believe the house ll 
forgotten though. I would like to 
think that whoever lived there still 
cherishes the memory of that old, 
old house.

One of the most distinguished and 
articulate pianists on the concert stage, 
Irene Rosenberg, will appear in Seibert 
Hall auditorium, Thursday, April 23 
at 8:15 p. m. Her Town Hall concert a 
few seasons ago witnessed this bril- 
liant maturation of her talents and 
.she was found to possess already, "the 
qualities that bespeak the top rank 
artist" N. Y. Herald Tribune. The 
following spring a tour of France, Nor- 
way, Switzerland, Denmark, and Swe- 
den displayed her phenomenal talents 
to European audiences unanimous in 
their praise of the young American 
artist. 

Irene Rosenberg was only eleven 
when she made her New York debut 
in Town Hall. Years of intensive study 
with Sescha Gorodnitzky and later 
Mme. Vengerova at the Mannes School. , 
frequent Town Hall concerts, and early ! 
orchestral appearances all combined 
to ripen her extraordinary gifts. 

She has given successive perform- j 
ances at the National Gallery of Art in 
Washington, D. C, which always proved 
among the "season's best recitals'' A 
concert tour of the South made her 
talents known there where she evi- 
denced that indesptnsible combination 



of controlled technic and meaningful 
interpretatioin that makes for artistry." 
Williamsburg, Va. These same quali- 
ties marked her performances when on 
an extensive tour of the Midwestern 
states for the University of Minnesota. 
"It is incredible that so young an 
artist could have arrived at so admira- 
ble a maturity and yet she has," wrote 
the St. Cloud Daily Times critic. He 
went on to elaborate that a musical 
millennium had at least arived . . . 
that "despite her truly fabulous tech- 
nical abilities, she chose in every in- 
stance to put the music before herself." 

Irene Rosenberg's orchestral appear- 
ances have been no less noteworthy.

They cause him to realize that here is something 
no mere mortal can comprehend cr ever fully appreciate. God has given life 
to this tree and its life is eternal. 

Have you ever seen a tree fixed against the fading winter sky? Have you 
ever stcod and gazed at the tall, barren, imposing sight of a tree which rises 
majestically as a beacon up into the chilled evening air?

: n the fifth inning, when a hit coupled 
with two errors gave the visiters a 
short lived twe-run lead.

After McCarty 
walked, Orris hit what should have 
been a lazy cut for the Allegheny 
shortstop, but he failed to come up 
with the ball thus leading the bases.

Let's Support

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The Critic Speaks on the Annual Shakespearean 
Play "A Midsummer Night's Dream"— The Best 

After having chalked up three previous successes with "Macbeth," "The 
Taming cf the Shrew," and "The Merchant of Venice," the Susquehanna 
Players this year undertook their most elaborate production in the half-dozen 
years that they have been under the tutelage of Maestro (par excellence) Axel 
Kleinsorg. For "A Midsummer Night's Dream" offers the greatest technical 
problems of production in all Shakespeare because it must be a combination of 
sheer fantasy, convincirg rcmance, faery music, and the gross realism of low- 
comedy. One can see the difficulties. 

Alons with these matters cne must include the illusion of scenery needed 
to shape itself quickly tc the varying moods cf the four plots (the lovers, the 
fairies, the rude mechanicals, and the frame provided by Theseus and Hippo- 
lyta). Dovetailed with the scenery go the many and complicated changes in 
lighting in order to aid transitions in mood and time. As a third aid, there

dances. Mendelssohn provided most 
of this. 

Every actor stood out in bold re- 
lief as a genuine character portrayal 
in his role. A short review can not 
do justice to each one. At best we 
can record a brief comment upon each 
player: Theseus— Charles Newcomer, 
genial and dignified as the duke; 
Hippolyta— Helen Williams, queenly at 
all times; Egeus — Charles Duncan, 
convincing as an old man and rem- 
iniscent of Shylock; Lysander— Tim 
Bobb, really smooth as a lovelorn 
youth; Hermia— Audrey Vollman, able 
to register great variety in tone of 
voice and in shades of emotion; De- 
metrius — Charles Coates, read his 
lines well and obviously enjoyed them; 
Helena— Peggy Brady, created an in- 
teresting interpretation of her role to 
which she gave a piquant, shrewish 
touch; Philostrate — John Wicks, as 
the jester, with little to do, but it 
could not have been done better. 

We come next to the rude mech- 
anicals: Quince — Larry Bingaman, 
properly snappy and bossy; Bottom- 
Herbert Krauss, a magnificent egoist 
with a superlative sense of humor; 
Snug— James Showalter, excellehtly 
slow of speech and thick of wit, as 
the Mortimer Snerd of the Sixteenth 
Century; Flute — Donald Rook, the 
man with the voice geared to high C; 
Snout — Thomas Cook, the human 
Eiffel Tower, with the further advan- 
tage of being double- jointed; Starve- 
ling—Kenneth Hill, the Man Mountain 
with the grace of a butterfly. 

In the faery world were included: 
Oberon — Thomas Marts, superbly 
alert to the poetry in his lines; Titania 
-Jane Wehr, a scintillating vision if 
ever there was one; and Puck— Ken- 
neth Erdley, perfect in the role of 
the gleeful imp on mischief bent, who 
symbolized successfully the atmos- 
phere of a midsummer night's dream. 

To those actors who had few lines 
or none, praise is also due. Rose Mario 
Sharretts, as lady-in-waiting to Ti- 
tania, sang a lovely song for which 
she composed the music. Four very 
young people added a bright spot 
from time to time: Laura Ulrich as 
Moth, Megan Trow as Peaseblossom, 
Cathy Driscoll as Cobweb, and Ber-

A LAST PRAYER— From Page 1 
had been well placed, for we heard 
water trickle into the left ballast tank. 
This damage caused our submarine to 
list slightly. The destroyer managed to 
give us two more weakening blows 
with her depth charges before we 
submerged below their range. The 
water was now pouring rapidly into 
the left ballast tank, and soon our 
submarine had completely rolled over, 
so that now the left side served as 
the floor. We were already down ap- 
proximately one hundred feet, and I 
knew we should have difficulty rising 
to the surface with only the right 
ballast tank to fill with air. 

In a few minutes the bombardment 
ceased, and although we were shaken 
up, no one was injured. I surveyed the 
damage and found no leaks in the 
main body of our submarine. Mean- 
while, we had been forced to switch 
our engines to the emergency batter- 
ies, because salt water had rendered 
our regular batteries useless. Jim, our 
radio operator, succeeded in trans- 
mitting a distress call to our base, 
giving them our approximate loca- 
tion Our rimrigcuoy pOWer Supplied 

us with air and light. We knew those 
batteries could not last indefinitely. 
We could not attempt to rise to the 
surface for fear the destroyer should 
still be waiting up there for us. 

One hour later we did attempt to 
rise, but for some inexplicable reason 
the emergency batteries went out of 
commission, causing the engines to 
stop, the lights to go out, and the air 
pump to cease working. We felt our- 
selves rise slowly for a few seconds 
and then stop, suspended in the 
ocean close to seventy feet below the 
surface. It felt queer and hopeless to 
be without light and fresh air. We 
thought that there would be enough 
oxygen to keep us alive for six or 
seven hours. It did help to know that 
cur distress signal had been heard. 

They were a gotxi crew. No one 
complained. I even heard someone 
play lively tunes on a harmonica. I 
kept thinking of the air supply. Even 
if the air supply did la.st us, I was 
dubious M to liow we could be 
rescued. 

Death didn't seem so horrible to 
me. No, I wasn't afraid of death, but 
I pitied these men on my crew. There 
were thirty-three of them, plus three 
officers. I knew them all well. Some 



seemed to realize the seriousness of 
our predicament, but they managed 
to suppress their feelings. Some took 
it as just another experience to brag 
about. The few who were married 
and had families were to be pitied 
most of all. I prayed for them several 
times. 

We had already tried to escape this 
hellish prison by way cf the escape 
hatch, but it was jammed shut. I 
ordered some men to continue working 
on it and also to take turns pounding 
a wrench against the hull, in order 
that the rescue ship might detect the 
sub's location. The method of shoot- 
ing a man out of a topedo tube was 
not feasible, since at this great depth 
the water pressure would immediately 
crush him. The air was becoming 
uncomfortably stuffy. A few of the 
men began to grumble. 

By this time almost four hours had 
elapsed since the failure of the emer- 
gency batteries. It seemed much long- 
er than that. With a flashlight I 
spotted twenty-eight men who seemed 
to be sleeping. I had a sickening feel- 
ing that help would never arrive, and 
that these men would never awaken. 
The tapping noise ceased. A cold 
chill ran down my spine, as if death 
were present. 

The foul air made me powerless. 
I could no longer restrain my eyelids 
from closing. I felt as if drugged. This 
effect probably prevented me from 
going insane that very moment. Mem- 
ories of my past struggled through 
my mind. Everything was gradually 
beginning to spin. Nausea constituted 
what little feeling I had left. All in 
my mind whirled faster and faster. 
My thoughts were becoming incom- 
prehensible. It was painful to think— 
"Oh God. Hear this last prayer."

Its popularity has re- 
cently grown by leaps and bounds due, 
primarily, to its adaptability. It is 
one game that can be played fast or 
slow, hard or easy, in or out of doers; 
by men, women, and children. 

When properly played, badminton 
requires a great deal cf speed, en- 
durance, and power.
